“The reserved power of electurs to 
directly enact such ordinances as the 
Council refuses to enact, as well as 
their power effectually to veto ordi- 
nances adopted by the Council, is made 
paramount to the power of the Council 
and Mayor, the Council being without 
power to repeal or amend an ordi- 
nance so enacted, and the objection 
that under the initiative we have ‘two 
equal, cotirdinate law-making bodies, 
the one absolutely independent of the 
other,’ is. therefore, without founda- 
tion.” 

The court holds that any ordinance 


and referendum amendments are hope- 
leasiy in conflict, in that under the ref- 
erendum amendment certain emer- 
gency ordinances take effect Imme- 
diately upon their passage, and need /|t 
not be referred to the people, while

All efforts to induce 
the independents to enter the combine 
have preved unavailing, and it looks 
as though the bread trust woud have 
to go the way of its predecessors, who 
fafied. 


The claim that the increased price of 
fiour and higher cost of help is re- 
sponsible for the increase in the price 
of bread is flatly contradicted by the 
independent dealers. In fact, one inde- 
pendent bakers declared today that 
flour is now 3 cents lower in price | 
for 100 pounds that it was last year, 
and thaé help is no more expensive. 

The bread trust and milk trust both 
made their appearance at the same 
time, and have tried to excuse their 
action in raising the prices of bread 
and milk by saying that their. ex- 
penses are higher this year and their 
profits consequently lower. Their

BRITAIN’S BONDING SYSTEM. 


A British municipality issues bonds for twenty, forth, sixty or eighty years. 
There are no annual payments; the city is expected to repay principal and in- 
terest in a lump sum at the end of that stated 

Parliament requires that a city shall set aside interest and sinking fund 
each year sufficient to redeem the bonds when they mature. But the act con- 
tains the remarkable = that a city may invest this interest and 
rises. 

The result of this is that when the bonds mature the city has the interest 
and sinking fund tied up in a number of ventures; in many cases these have 
— financial failures and the money is squandered. Then the municipality

LOADED DOWN FOR CENTURIES. 

The estimates on sdine of the undertakings started within the last eight or 
ten years indicate that they will be paid for within a generation, while the 
date of ultimate ownership of the older enterprises is reckoned by centuries. 

The reason for this apparent discrepancy is that none of the bonds for the 
newer enterprises have yet matured so there have been no second loans. The 
dates named are the ones when the present issues mature, but in no instance 
is the p jonate amount of money in the treasury to redeem them.

Plunging in municipal trading is made possible here by reason of the fact 
that there is no limit set on the indebtedness that a city may incur. In Los 
Angeles the limit is #5,000,000, exclusive of water and sewers, and the State 
limitation for all purposes is fifteen per cent. of the assessed valuation. In 
Great Britain a city may borrow just as long as there is any one to lend. 

3 BONDS AT A DISCOUNT. 


This has gone on until manicipal bonds are now issued at heavy discounts. 
There is no requirement here as in California that bonds must be sold for par 
and accrued interest. 

The London County Council recently sold an issue of municipal bonds, whose 
face value was £5,000,000 for £4,500,000 cash, a discount of $2,500,00. Some 
of the County Council’s municipal trading ventures have since become so wobbly 
that these bonds are quoted at a considerable discount ‘below this selling price. 

When the Council desired to place another issue of £5,000,000 this ge the 
Bank of England advised the Finance Committee not to attempt it as it would 
be practically impossible to market them eveh at a great discount. 

During the last six years the County Council has made a of bor- 
rowing £5,000,000 a year for municipal trading ventures. The city’s indebtedness 
for these ventures alone at the present time is £48,000,000. 

A at the table which accompanies this article will show that Lon- 
don’s municipal trading indebtedness, population considered, is no greater than that 
of the average municipal trading city. 

TAXES FIERCE. | 

And how has this result affected the tax rates of the municipal trading. 
cities? 

Contrary to the expectations of the Socialist-labor union prophets, it has 
increased the taxes on an average of twenty five per cent. in the last ten years. 
This is the featare of municipal trading that has caused the present reactionary 
movement. 

English cities fell into the slough of municipal ownership while following the 
lure of a promised lower tax rate. But the tax rates have _—— higher instead. 
The more they have struggled to escape these high rates deeper they have 


become imbedded in the trading bog. 
The statistical reports issued by the Imperial Board of Trade, the English 


equivalent to our Department of Commerce and Labor, show that the indebted- |° 


ness of the English public trading cities is about five times that of the average 
American municipality. 
They further show that the middle and working classes pay at least three 
times the amount of loca) tax that is paid by these classes in America. 
And all the local taxes have increaged at least twenty-five per cent. since’ 
the cities started to follow the Socialistice lure of municipal trading. 
JOHN BURNS’S FALLACY. 


Bernard Shaw and John Burns assert that the rates would have increased regard- 
less of municipal trading; that the increase has been occasioned by the wider 
range of duties of the municipalities. A comparison of the rates of English 
and American cities for a number of years effectually disposes of this fallacious 
argument. The resident of an English city enjoys the advantages of cleaned and 
lighted streets, a sewer system, removal of garbage, police protection and free 
schools in return for his taxes. An American city supplies the same. But in 
America it is not necessary to make the tax rate higher each year than it 
was the last in order to provide the recognized necessities. 

Many English municipalities go farther. They provide public baths, byt 
they charge enough for their use to make them supposedly self-supporting. 
They build public lavatories in the streets—but the doors are locked and one 
must pay an entrance fee to use them. They erect workingmen’s homes, claim- 
ing to = fee away the slums—and the rents they charge are so high that the 
people who lived in the slum tenements cannot use them; they are crowded 
back upon another street, forming a new slum, while the municipal buildings are 
occupied by a class that could afford to pay for decent lodgings elsewhere, 

The baths and workingmen’s housing schemes bring the municipalities in 
competition with private capital. When the baths are finished the city must 
charge less for their use than is charged by private companies, otherwise there 
would be no excuse for their existence. An axiom as thoroughly established 
here as in America is that a city cannot conduct a business as cheaply as can 
private capital. The invariable result of the public bath system is that the 
city loses nioney every year—money that must be made up out of the rates. 

But that cannot be done directly; the already overburdened rate payers 
would raise too great a clamor. Here is where the accountants get in their 
work. Enough of the cost of the baths is charged against some other fund, 
one that is supported directly by the rates, to make the baths apparently self- 


ANOTHER FRAUD. 


With the model tenements the same system is followed. The city must 
rent them for enough to pay expenses—the rate payers will not advance one 

ny toward them knowingly—and at the same time the rents must be at 
lone as low as that charged by private landlords. Manifestly this is im ible. 
Again the imposition is practiced on the rate payer of assessing of the 
cost of this municipal housing against another fund to make the houses ap- 
parently self-supporting. 

The same principle obtains in the management and operation of gas planta, 
electric light plants and tramways. The rate payers demand service as cheap 
as that of the private companies, and that the enterprises shall be self-support- 
ing. More manipulation of accounts results. ’ 

This juggling of municipal accounts has become a public scandal. A committee 
appointed by Parliament to investigate some of the transactions in municipal trad- 
ing reported back that before it could make progress the present system of 
auditing would have to be abolished. The committee recommended that a 
system be established by which the accounts of municipality should be finally 
audited not by an elective official of the city but by an auditor brought from 
another part of the kingdom. 

This recommendation pi¢reed_the very core of the political cancer of Eng- 
lish mismanagement, both of municipal and national] government. The Liberal 

rty remains in power by reason of the support it receives from the Socialist- 

bor union ring that dominates English municipal politics. In return for this 
support the Liberals are pledged to protect the ring in their municipal owner- 
shi ts. 

For three years the Liberal party has fought against out 
this recommendation for a new system of audit. For three years the scandal 
of the present system has been growing. This protection afforded by the Lib- 
erals has been taken by many members of the ring for license to rob munici- 
palities of their cash outright and to cover the theft by further manipulation of 
accounts, confident that the thefts will never be detected. 

Accompanying this article is a cartoon from the London Argus. It illus- 
trates the admiration which the public feels for the Socialist-labor union ring 
and their municipal trading plans. 

IN ONE BOROUGH. 

By way of practical illustration of the local tax rate I shall take the bor- 
ough of Poplar, England. It has a population of 168,000, the borough govern- 
ment is under the control of the Socialist and union labor agitators and it has 
probably embarked in as many municipal trading enterprises as any borough 
in Great Britain. 

The current municipal rate for Poplar is 12 shillings on the pound of 
rental value. It amounts to this: 

A workman rents a house for say $20 a month. This means $240 a year 
rental. The tax he must pay to the city for the year is just three-fifths of this 
sum or $144. In addition to this sum he must pay an imperial tax of one 


shilling on each twenty shillings that he earns. And he owns nothing. If he 
rents a place of business he must pay the same rate on that. 
I have used the borough of Poplar by way of illustration for the rea that 


it is referred to by the Socialist press as the paradise of municipal tracdng. 
The rates are considerably higher than those in the cities that trade less; but 
studied the tax rate of fifty large municipal trading cities in Great Britain and 
I have failed to find one in which the tax rate on the middle and working 
classes is not twice that of Los Angeles. I refer to the taxes that go for the 
support of the municipality only. The Imperial taxes are not included. 

I found one poor little Socialist infected borough that is struggling along 
under a local tax of twenty shillings and six pence on the pound, there the 
taxes are higher than the rents. This is made possible by reason Of the fact 
that in English tax rates, like California poker, the ceiling is the Bmit.

Postmaster M. H. Flint has made a 
thorough investigation and study of 
the methods in use in the postoffices in 
the principal cities in the Kast, and out 
of these, together with his own ideas 
as to the betterment of the service, 
has evolved a system that is as near 
perfection as anything can be that ts 
not an exact science. In this new and 
original plan the principal features are 
the “card system,” the “directory of 
cities,” the “five-minute system” and 
the employment of a chief clerk for 
the special delivery department. These 
improvemetts have not yet been 
adopted by any o’her postoffice in the 
United States, but it is likely that the 
officials will learn wisdom from Los 
Angeles and adopt them later on. 
Heretofore there was no foreman for 
the general delivery and the postage 
due station. In order to run out his 
new plan, Mr. Fiint made application 
for such appointments, and they were 
made.

DIRBCTORY MEN BUSY. 


This directory is Mr. Filint's idea, 
and the system works admirably. The 
cities and towns of the United States 
are arranged alphabetically. Few cities 
have a San Pedro street, for instance, 
and, if a man is not located here, the 
letter is sent to San José, oroneof the 
ether cities with a street of that name. 
As the directory also shows at what 
number such street begins, this sim- 
plifies the matter by showing that 
there is no such number in that street 
in San José, and the letter is sent to 
the town that has that number. Such 
misdirected letters are sent under 
cover to the postmasters in the cities 
where they belong. 

During last month about 12,000 let- 
ters were received upon which there 
was no return address, and remained 


J 


uncalled for. These were sent to the 
dead letter office. Forty-six clerks are 
employed in handling misdirected let- 
ters, tracing the persons to whom they 
should go, and supplying the proper 
address. So complete is this system 
that a misdirected letter passes 
through the hands of seven different 
searchers, when the man is finally 
found. There is a directory for evéry 
letter in the alphabet, with a blank 
page opposite each page of names. Op-

There are 
as many heaps as there are letters in 
the alphabet. The clerk on duty at 
each of the delivery windows makes a 
rush every few minutes and gets what 
is coming to his window, and imme- 
diately boxes the letters.

Recently a man named Alexander 
Monroe was arrested at San Pedro at 
the instance of Humane Officer Zim- 
mer, on the charge of cruelty to ani- 
mals. In order to get all the chances 
on his side that he canid, Mr. Zienmer 
had the case taken to Pasadena, where 
the man was duly convicted and got 
thirty days in jail, and the Pasadena 
justice and constable de a little ex- 
tra money apart from the business of 
thelr own township. 

But the attoyneys who had repre- 
sented Monroe applied for a writ of 
habeas corpus, on the ground that their 
client was being restrained of his lib- 
erty. Amd sure enough Judge Smith 
yesterday had no alternative but turn 
Monroe loose. It appeared that though 
the law does permit cases to be taken 
and tried in a township other than 
where the arrest is made or the crime 
committed there is one exception—and 
that is in the case of cruelty to ani- 
mals. In being extra anxious for a 
conviction and in taking Monroe to 
Pasadena the officers overshot the 
mark.

There was no 
result, and praying and argument hav- 
ing failed, Mr. Boyer conceded that his 
daughter had better hold to the deed 
of gift just as it had been made out. 
Shortly afterwards Mr. Boyer died, 
and his widow stayed right along in 
the home place. The deed to the prop- 
erty had been filed, and Mrs. Wolfe 
wanted to feel that the place was her 
very own, and she couldn't do that 
so long as her stepmother inhabited 
it. To bring the matter to an issue 
Mrs. Wolfe brought a suit in ejectment 
against Mrs. Boyer. j 

Mrs. Boyer married the deceased in 
1896. and Mrs. Wolfe claimed that it 
was about this time that the deed of

service. South of this group of lines 
again are the two southern routes: (1) 
the Atchison; Topeka and Santa Fé 
Railway from Chicago and Kansas 
City south and west to San Francisco 
(2576 miles,) and with a Gulf Coast 
comnection under construction; (2) the 
Southern Pacific Railway from New 
Orleans to San Francisco (2489 miles.) 
The latter also forms part of two or 
three routes in combination with the 
Chicago, Rock Isiand and Pacific Rail- 
way, the Texas and Pacific Railway 
and the Missour! Pacific system. An 
examination of the map will show very 
clearly the several lines and routes re- 
| ferred to, and their relation to one an- 
other. The Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific Railway is also completing an 
extension which will give it a line from 
E! Paso (on the Southern Pacific Rall- 
way) to Memphis, Tenn., available for 
connections east of the Mississippi 
River. 

Ten important additions to the 
transcontinental railway system, are 
indicated on the map, one of which is 
in operation while the others are un- 
der construction. Some particulars of 
these new lines are given below: 

San Pedro, Los Angeles and Pacific 
Rallway—This was the first of the 
new railways in the transcontinental 
system to be completed, and was 
opened to traffic in 1905. It gives a 
route of 770 miles from Salt Lake City 
to Los Angeles or 797 miles to the new 
port of Fan Pedro, Cal. Its through 
service is operated in connection with 
the Union Pacific Rallway and the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern Railway. The 
highest summit elevation is 65971 feet 
at Crestline, Nev.. where the line 
crosses the edge of the great Salt 
Lake basin: the maximum grades are 
mainly 1 per cent., but with one stretch 
of 2 per cent. and a short pusher 
grade of 2.2 per cent. The sharpest

KINGMAN, Ariz., Oct. 3--W. T. Bean, accom- 
panied by a corps of engineers, passed through King- 
man yesterday en route to Chicago. Closely follow- 
ing the visit of 8. H. Harris, a prominent mfne owner 
of Nevada, points directly to the fact that the pre- 
dictions recently given out to the press are about to 
be realized. When Mr. Bean was questioned by e 
Herald correspondent at this place he would make 
no direct reply to the question as to whether he 
represented an eastern syndicate intending to operate 
in the camp of Vivian, 23 miles southwest of here, 
or whether he was interested in the proposed water 
and power plant to be built by Thomas Bwing from 
Needles through to Vivian to supply the Victor, Vir- 


gin, German-American and the Heck properties with 


water. 

The rgcent discoveries and rich assays miéiie from 
ore on the Knight and Heck mines has caused many 
rumors to be circulated and it seems almost certain 
that great activity will soon take place at Vivian and 
in the adjacent country. The phenomenal success of 
the Gold Road and other producers is no doubt at- 
tracting eastern capital, some of which has already 
been diverted from Nevada for the reason that Vivian 
is in the same belt and only 50 miles from Search- 
light, Nev:, and has the advantage of having several] 
producers to back it up, while Nevada's properties 
are practically in their infancy. 

Capital Buying Quietly 

While the mad influx of Nevada is going on it is 
thought that eastern capital is quietly buying up Mo 
have county properties and thus be able to secure 
valuable claims at a very low price.

There is no doubt that the productive era 
has, in recent years, been greatly increased. The 
United States geological survey reports a production 
of over $1,000,000,000 by the mines of the United 
States in 1902, and the yield of the present year will 
probably exceed this by 20 per cent. Discoveries of 
great mineral! fields have in the past few years been 
made in Nevada, Arizona, Idaho and southeastern 
California, which have not yet been developed to a 
producing basis, but which will soon be adding very 
greatly to the nation’s mineral production, especially 
that in Arizona. 

“The rapid increase in production has been largely 
due to improvements in the methods of mining, it 
now being profitable to work the vast bodies of low 
grade ore which were left untouched in the early 
days, while the placer gravel, which was worked by 


the ‘forty-niners’ of California, is now being again 


worked at a profit of about 11 cents a cubic yard. The 
building of railroads and smelters throughout the 
Rocky mountain region has also made paying mines 
of what were formerly considerer valueless pros- 


pects.

Last of His Family, Tribe 

Nearly Extinct. 
His Story of Old Ceremonies 
Is Still Preserved. 


Pagan Rites Which Preceded | 
Coming of Padres.

“Eomone-—Sone!" (“It is over.) 
Such were the last painful words of 
realization uttered by Cinon Duro, last 
chief of the Mesa Grande Indians. The 
old man, near a century old, died on the 
Indian Reservation at Mesa Grande, a 
few days ago. leaving this fast-dying 
tribe forever chiefiess.

LEMONS BREAK 
PRICE RECORDS. 


California Product Sells at 
Over Ten Dollars a Box. 
New York Trade Shows Big 
Boom for Our Fruit. 


_ Grapes and Oranges Gaining 
on Offerings. 


CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—California lem- 
ens broke the price record the past 
week and sold for $10.25 a box. This 
represents the feeling of buyers to- 
ward really good fruit. .The market 
is bare of everything excepting Cali- 
fornias and as a result the sales are 
made at very high rates. One wholé 
car sold at a range of $7.50 and $10.25 
® box and another sold at $5.62 and 
$9.50 a box, making a record for sus- 
tained lemon prices which had never 
been equaled here, while the outside 
range was the highest figure ever 
known in this market for domestic 
lemons. It was, moreover, 2 cents 
higher than the highest figure for for- 
eign lemons this year. Thus one sale 
not onl broke the California price 
record, but also broke the season price 
record for all lemons offered. 

The continued warm weather (Octo- 
ber up to last Sunday has been as 
warm as June,) has created a strong- 
er demand for lemons than usually 
happens at this season. The effect of 
‘the heat has been to create a strong 
market and everything offered, if the 
quality was at all desirable, has sold 
at a high range of.values. The de- 
mand has been larger than the sup- 

y in numerous instances and buyers 
—_— been obliged to go away unsat- 


The foreign lemon supply is light, 
‘only 30,000 boxes being afloat for this 
port. The quantity here is also small 
and buyers will have to depend upon 
California offerings for the bulk of 
their stock until new crop Sicily lem- 
ons arrive.

- ORANGE PRICES STEADY. 

Not much interest is shown in. or- 
anges beyond satisfying the routine 
demand which always exists. Prices 
range around the usual amounts at 
this season.

Sales 
are chiefly in small lots, rarely more 
than one or two boxes. Buyers take 
only what their trade demands.

Bleaching Flour by Electricity. 


- A form of apparatus for whitening 
flour by means of products of the 
electrical discharge is described in 
Electro-Chemical and Metallurgica! In- 
| dustry. A current of air is

/and this air is then used for treat- 
|ing flour in an agitator. The result of 
| this treatment is that the four emerges

M. Clemenceau’s reforming zeal has 
extended even to the prisons. His 
first visit was not encouraging. The 
porter of St. Lazare prison in the Rue 
du Faubourg St. Denis opened. the 
gate one morning to a little old gen- 
tleman. The following dialogue took 


piace: 

“What dowyou want?” 

“I wish to visit the establishment.” 

“Have you the Prefect's permis- 
sion?” 

“No. I am the Minister of the In- 
terior. Go and call the Governor.” 

The porter stood aghast. Finally he 
stammered, “Monsieur le directeur has 
gone out, Monsiver le Ministre.’ 

“Well, then, call the chief warder.” 

Again came the stammering reply 
that the chief warder was out also. 

The same was the case with the sis- 
ter superior and finally M. Clemenceau 
interviewed the clerk. For weeks the 
Governor, chief warder and sister su- 
perior hardly ventured outside the pri- 
son gates for fear of another surprise 
visit from the terrible minister. It 
is impossible to crowd into the limits 
of an article the sensational doings of 
M, Clemenceau during the short pe- 
riod he has held the portfolio of the 
interior. 

It began with Curriteres. The awful 
mining catastrophe, by which over a 
thousand lives were sacrificed, occurred 
as will be remembered, in March, al- 
most immediately after the formation 
of the Sarrien ministry. Between 
sixty and seventy thousand miners un- 
der the influence of revolutionary agi- 
tators struck work and for a time 
the situation was extremely grave. M. 
Clemenceau repaired post haste to 
Lens, the headquarters of the Baslg 
and Broutchoux syndicates, the latter 
being openly revolutionary. The Min- 
ister first of all interviewed the Bas- 
lyites, whose leader is the Mayor. and 
parliamentary representative of Lens, 
and then, to the utter dismay of pre- 
fect, mayor. police and all officialdom, 
announced his intention of interviewing 
the Broutchoutists. A minister in 
the revolutionary court. Never had 
such a thing been heard of. What if 
an anarchist outrage were committed? 
What if his excellency were seized and 
held hostage. Nothing daunted, the

These events 
brought back to Paris from many a 
distant corner of the earth the men 
who had fought the empire tn its days 
of glory and omnipotence. They caused 
Clemenceau to pack up his portman- 
teau and bid a life-long farewell to 
America. Once back In the capital. he 
abandoned medicine—he is a full- 
fledged doctor—for journalism and pol- 
ities. He has an intellect as keen as 
a razor, a will as hard as the granite 
cliffs of hie own native La Vendee. 
To these qualities he unites dauntiess 
courage, moral and intellectual no less 
than physical. 

For nigh forty years he has been 
battling in French politics—with voice 
and pen, sword and pistol—and yet it 
is only within the last six months he | 
has had the opportunity of revealing | 
some of his greatest qualities to the 
world. His enemies say that he is iil 
and old—he is on the shady side of 
sixty-five, and. therefore, In a hurry. 
If that is so. the republic would be all 
the better for a few more “invalids” 
spurred on by age and debility.

Persons who have been in the habft 
of devouring the fancy variety of im- 
ported olive, green and acidulous, are 
informed by Prof. Bioletti that the 
aforesaid olive is absolutely indigest!- 
bie. Such olives are as valuable, says 
Prof. Bioletti, as unripe peaches or 
apples, and,.no more. 

In the same breath Prof. Bioletti 
sounds the praises of ripe pickled Cal- 
ifornia olives. Discussing the matter; 


amount of oil, carbohydrates and some 
nitrogenous matter, and in some 
countries replace meat to a_ certain 
extenti 

“Pickled green olives, such as those 
imported from Spain, are, on the con- 
trary, indigestible and contain much 
less nutriment. They are made from 
unripe fruit and are therefore, as far 
as their use as food is concerned, in 
no way superior to unripe apples or 
peaches. They are simply a relish and 
to be used in very limited quantities 
in the same way as pickled walnuts or 
cucumbers. A mea! of bread and ripe 
olives, on the other hand, is not only 
palatable, but nutritious and sustain- 
ing. and the amount eaten is fo be 
limited only by the same considera- 
tions as that of any other good, whole- 
some food.” 

Backing up Prof. Bioletti’s state- 
ment is an analysis made by Prof. M. 
E. Jaffa, the noted food expert of the 
university, which ‘analysis showed 
that ripe pickled olives of the Mission 
variety in California have twice the 


nutriment contained in the Queen 
olives imported from Spain.

AMO . r Saltus. 

Edgar Saltus has amused himself by 
collecting out of history some of the 
most famous episodes of love, and 
these he has compiled into a book 
with some preliminary notes and 
some general study of the history of 
love of which these episodes marked 
the steps. The study is interesting, in 
parts brilliant. The opening is char- 
acteristic: “The first thing created was 
light,” says Mr. Saltus. “Then life 
came, then death. In between was 
fear.

Conan Doyle. 
NIGEL. A. Conan le. MeClure, 

A new historic romance by Sir A. 
Conan Doyle is one of the leading 
books of the season. The scene is laid 
im England in the’reign of Edward 
II. and from the historic viewpoint the 
work is well done. As a romance, too, 
the story will rank well, also, al- 
though it cannot take lis place among 
the great works of historic fiction. In- 
deed, just why Sir Conan Doyle should 
elect to regard this type of fiction as 
his province, readers will still won- 
der; he is so eminently well equipped 
for writing’ tales of quite another sort 
~—for instance, modern imaginative 
romance in which pathological types 
make sensational ani stirring plots; 
something, say, on the order of his 
“Firm of Girdlestone,” written with 
the author's now more matured and 
finished literary 

However, he has erred historic 
fiction, and there is mo doubt that he 
does well in this field. “Sir Nigel” is 
a tale of rapid action, of chivalry and 
gentile faith and true and noble love. 

e hero, whose name lends title to 
the book, is the young son of an old 
house fallen on evil fortunes and left 
without wealth, only a few old re- 
tainers still clinging to the service 
of the young master. «The neighbor- 
ing monastery has eaten up some of 
his patrimony, and the monks harbor 
little affection for the high-spirited 
youth. One of the best dcenes in the 
book is the opening adventure, in 
which Nigel rescues the affrightei 
fathers from an angry stallion and 
receives a present) of the anima] by 
the malicious friars. who hope that 
he will be dashed to pleces by it.

One suspects, however, 
that Sir Conan Doyle did not have 
chance of reading the proof, as one 
finds evident printer's errors in the 
use of archaic English—as, for in-

PEOPLE AND THINGS LITERARY. 

In spite of the multiplicity of books 
on German history politics, it 
would be difficult to name any single 
volume which gives a comprehensive 
account of the German Empire as it 
now is and its present political, social 
and economic tendencies.. Such is the 
aim indicated by Dr. Burt Estes How- 
ard in his book on “The German Em- 
pire,” just published by the Macmillan 
Company. Dr. Howard has been for 
many years a close student of German 
life and character, and his book is 
the outcome of direct observation and 
careful investigation of 
sources. 

The story that gives its title to Jack 
London's recently issued volume, 
“Moon-Face,” recalis one of the most 
remarkable coincidences in recent lit- 
erary history. Mr. London himself tells 
the story In these words: “Some years 
ago, while I was in England, a story 
of mine (‘Moon-Face,’) was published 
in the San Francisco Argonaut. In The 
Century of the same. date was pub- 
lished a story by Frank Norris. 
While these two stories were quite 
different in manner of treatment, they 
were patently the same in foundation 
and motive. At once the newspapers 
paralleled our stories. The explanation 
was simple: Norris and I 

the same newspaper account, and pro- 
ceeded to exploit it. . But the fun did 
not stop there. Somebody dug up 4 
Black Cat, published a year previous, 
in which was a similar story by an- 
other man who used the same founda- 
tion and motive. Then Chicago hus- 
tled around and resurrected a story 
that had been published some months 
before the Black Cat story, and that 
was the same in foundation and mo- 
tive. Of course, all these different 
writers had chanced upon the same 
newspaper article.” 

Frederic Harrison, the distinguished 
English philosopher and historian, 
whose “Memories and Thoughts” is 
just out, lacks only a few days of be- 
ing 75 years old. For more than fifty 
years Harrison has been the friend of 
nearly every distinguished leader of 
English thought, and has been asso- 
ciated with every Important philosophi- 
cal and scientific movement of the 
period. No one living has a richer fund 
of reminiscence, and his mature judg- 
ment on the men and things with 
which he has been associated cannot 
fail to be stimulating and suggestive. 

In his forthcoming “Reminiscences 
of Henry Irving,” Bram Stoker, who 
was for many years the actor's friend 
and manager, tells an amusing story of 
a dubious compliment the actor once 
received in Belfast. The occasion was 
a dinner party, and it is charitable to 
suppose that the Irish gentleman .who 
uttered it was a trifle befuddled by the 
good cheer. In descanting on the many 
virtues of the guest of the evening, he 
mentioned the excellence of his moral 
nature and rectitude of his private life 
in these terms: “Mr. Irving, sir, is a 
gentleman what leads a life of un- 
broken blemish.’

They fix the coming of the 
Messiah at 6000 years from the creation of the 
world.

Hr Gives PLAIN Facts AS TO THE ISTH- 


MIAN WORK. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 
ASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—‘“The people would like 
to know just what Uncle Sam is doing at Pan- 
ama.” 


I made this remark to Theodore P. Shonts, the chair- 
man of the Isthmian Canal Commission as we chatted 
together in his office near the War Department not long 


ago. In reply Mr. Shonts brought out a lot of maps, | 


' and we traveled together across the canal zone inspect- 


ing the work. The War Department receives weekly 
reports as to just what is going on, and any changes 
of note are recorded by cable. 

My first question was as to whether the dirt had 
really begun to fly. 

“In one sense it has,” replied Mr. Shonts, “and in an- 
other sense it has not. The work of the canal construc- 
tion is properly divided into two parts. One is the get- 
ting ready to build and the other is actually doing the 
work. The getting ready is what we are doing now 
and we are rapidly advancing in that respect. We are 
making the isthmus healthy, housing our men, building 
terminals, railway tracks and yards, and working out a 
large number of engineering problems. In this sense 
the dirt has begun to fly, as far as is possible in con- 
nection with that preparation. It will fly faster and

We have tried a dew hundred as an experiment, and 
we hope to increase the force to some thousands. They 
are far superior to any labor we have so far secured, ex- 
cepting the Americans.” 

“How many Americans have you at work?’ 

“About 3000. They are chiefly mechanics, engineers, 
foremen, carpenters, masons, plumbers, etc. They are

THE DEATH CHAIR OF DoBU AND * 
OTHER THINGS SEEN THERE.

FTER dangerous explorations in British Papua I

On the 
shore of the sea stood the death chair, ready for the 
next victim. 

| Death is mysterious to the savage and he feels led to 
| adopt divers devices to destroy its dateful power. Here 
| the chair is used. It is made of the trunks of smal! 
trees, lashed with thongs of grass. In it is placed the 
_dead body, and a section of the deceased's favorite 
| bowl, purposely broken, is hung on one side of the back 
and a basket of yams on the other. The whole is then 
| let down into a circular hole in the ground. It is cus- 
| tomary in the case of a mother to hang around the neck 
of the body the jawbone of her late husband, and to 
bury her live baby, if there is one, with her! 

Recently. Mrs. Bromilow saw a commotion, and ran 
to learn the cause, finding that a mother and a live 
baby boy were being buried together. The heroic wife of 
the missionary pushed the savages aside with almost 
superhuman strength. jumped into the circular grave, 
tore off the thongs holding the baby to the breast of 
the corpse, and amidst the most awful maledictions and 
bloody threats of the violent cannibals, made her way 
toward the mission house. She fell exhausted just as 
a friendly native took the baby boy, whom she had 
literally snatched out of the jaws of death. That res- 
cued child-was at my side while I photographed the 
death chair.

The founding of Valparaiso dates back to very near 
the year 1500, the time of Almagro’s expedition ¢rom 
Peru for the conquest of Chile, which makes it a few 
years older than the first of our North American cities. 
There were probably plenty of troubles from the very 
first, but the records of the earliest period are scanty 
and there is no way of knowing what they were. In 
1578 that spectacular freebooter, Sir Francis Drake, 
came swooping down on the little pueblo, completely 
cleaning up every article of value the place possessed, 
neither church nor private houses being overlooked. 
Hawkins did a more thorough job still, a few years 
later, and brought the inhabitants to the verge of star- 
vation by taking away all their provisions. Still later 
some Dutch pirates effected a considerable clean-up in 
the unfortunate town, and after them came the English 
again. Thus things dragged on to 1730, when the mo- 
notony was varied a bit by an earthquake which de- 
stroyed all of the houses and most of the inhabitants. 
For the next eighty years it was nip and tuck between 
earthquakes and pirates as to which would do the most 
damage, with the earthquakes gradually getting the bet- 
ter of the contest through the construction of fortifi- 
cations that hampered the work of the pirates. During 
the war of independence the Spanish attacked the city 
and captured fit after a hard and destructive bombard- 
ment. This damage had just been nicely repaised by 
the indefatigable citizens when the Chilean victory at 
Chacabuco forced the Spanish to evacuate the town. 
This was done only after destroying the fortifications 
and burning all the houses to the ground. 

The Earthquake of 1822. 

Chile made great progress immediately after her inde- 
pendence was assured, and Valparaiso was well on its 
deet again in 1822, when an earthquake of great sever- 
ity laid everything flat upon the ground and destroyed 
many lives. Much lumber was used in the reconstruc- 
tion of the city, and in 1843 a fire of great extent undid 
afl that had been accomplished since the earthquake. 
This was followed in 1858 by a still larger fire that left 
not a building standing in the business section. In 1866 
the Spanish sent a fleet out to the west coast in an ill- 
advised attempt to regain their lost footing there. The 
futility of this effort at once became evident to the ad- 
miral commanding the fleet and he decided to expend 
the ammunition he had brought in doing as much dam- 
age as he could, and then sail back to Spain. Of course 
he began on Valparaiso and the work interested him so 
much that he used up all his powder and shot without 
troubling to shift to another anchorage. About $30,- 
00.000 of damage to the city is checked against the gal- 
lant Spantard’s little diversion. In 1888 further variety 
was added to the record by the bursting of a dam in 
one of the quebrados back of the city, an accident that 
was attended with great loss of life and property. 
Three years later, in the revolution of 1891, the city 
came in for a bombardment at the hands of the insur- 
gents and. following the battle of Placilla, some lively 
street fighting resulted in a number of fires which were 
attended with great loss. In the last ten years there 
have been no great catastrophes, but several serious la-— 
bor riots have resulted in the loss of many lives and — 
the destruction of much property. Of recent years these 
riots, like the northers, form a menace from which there 
are never long spells absolutely free of apprehension. 


At the risk of being tiresome, I have checked over 
this record of Valparaiso’s troublous past, not merely 
because in itself it constitutes a remarkable succession 
of disasters visited upon a single city quite without par- 
allel in the world’s history, but to show also that not al! 
the energy, determination and buoyant courage in the 
face of adversity is on the North American side of the 
Isthmus of Panama. in spite of what she has been 
through, perhaps, in a way, because of it, Valparaiso is 
today rich, prosperous and progressive. That still bet- 
ter times are in store for her is undeniable, but what- 
ever of good the future may hold can never be more that 
her due for the brave uphill fight she has made in the 
face of overwhelming odds. 


Mixed Transportation. 


In the matter of transportation the Valparaiso of to- 
day {s a curious mixture of the old and the new. The 
avtomobile is a common sight on her streets, and her 
tramway system is in many respects the most up-to- 
fate in South Amertiea: yet her cabs, in design if not 
in fact, are over a hundred years old, while the clumsy 
two-wheeled carts that serve instead of drays are almost 
as antique as the cabs. The streets are equally obsolete,

belonging to the period from which the cabs and carts 
descended rather than to that of the autos and trams. 
Some people say that the condition of the streets ts due 
to the springless carts, while others claim that the con- 
dition of the springless carts is due to the streetg At 
any rate hoth are very bad. It is perfectly plain that 
the springless carts would batter holes in a street of 
adamant in a very short time; it is equally evident that 
such streets as now exist would give but short shrift 
to any springed vehicle that was forced to navigate 
them. The obvious remedy is to inaugurate asphalt and 
springs at the same time. 


These springless cargo carts cut an important figure 


_im the industrial life of Valparaiso, for they serve as 


drays, delivery wagons, piano vans and such, combin- 
ing all the édunctions of a dozen or more different kinds 
of vehicles in another country. The wheels are of con- 
sidermble size, which makes the body of the cart high 
and difficult to load. They are drawn by two horses, 
one In the shafts and the other, which is under saddle, 
working from either side. The driver rides the latter 
animal and urges it and its mate along by means of a 
whip composed of a long lash and a short club. - The 
lash is for the legs of the beasts and the club for the 
head: either is used indiscriminately. The saddle horse 
does its work by pulling on a short, thick thong 
of twisted hide which hooks on to a ring on the girth 
of the saddle and to another at the side of the cart. The 
saddie is kept from slipping back by a breast-strap ar- 
rangement similar to that used with pack saddles. In 
addition to carrying the weight of a man the saddle 
horse is unable to work to advantage because it can 
exert a pull only upon the side of the cart. These carts, 
with their noisy, bare-legged drivers, are most pictur- 
esque and amusing for tourists to look at, but they are 
also fearfully cumbersome, slow and Ill-adapted to the 
work in hand. Four or five years more, at the most, 
will probably see the last of them, on the ground of 
economy if no other. 

Wheeled vehicles are used only in the less inclined 
portions of the city; on the hillse—and there lives the 
greater portion of the population—pack horses and bur- 
ros are used. Milk and bread are also delivered to all 
parts of the city on horses. The baker carries his stock 
in two enormous bags of cowhide, untanned and with 
the hair on, while the milkman or lechero has a light 
frame fitted to his pack saddle in which set his milk 
cans. At the bottom of each can is a faucet for draw- 
ing off the milk. As the rich milk and cream rise to 
the top of the can it is a favorite trick of the lecheros 
to leave the last six or eight inches in the bottom of 
each can for their own use or that of favorite customers. 
Of course, food carried about in ‘this way comes in dor 
a good deal of jolting and a good housekeeper is able 
to tell how long her purchases have been on the way 
by the amount of chafing her loaf has received and the 
quantity of butter that floats on her milk: 


The burro trains are another important feature of the 
transportation system of Valparaiso. These little ani- 
mals are very similar to those of the North American 
west. If there is any difference these here are smaller 
in size, but the loads they carry are quite up to the reg- 
ulation standard of two pounds of pack to one of burro. 
Nearly all the bricks from which the city has been built 
have been carried down from the kilns on the hillside 
by burros, and a large part of the other materials used 
in the houses on the cerros has gone up in the same 
manner. Occasionally a burro train will be called upon | 
to assist In a house-moving, at which times it is worth 
going a mile to see, perhaps, a stove, a bed, two or three 
bird cages and heaven knows what not upon the same 
little animal. Bedding makes the most amusing packs 
because it is so light and yet so bulky, the literal an- 
tithesis of the burro himself. I saw a load of mat- 
tresses start up one of the steep hills a few days ago 
upon a burro. The cubic contents of the pack must 
have been easily four times that of the animal, and 
from behind absolutely nothing was to be seen but the 
towering load and four slender legs. Half way up the 
hill the pack began to turn, and after that the burro 
was merely an incidental until the bundle struck the 
bottom. It brought up against a telegraph pole with 
the burro on top, his legs sticking straight up in the 
air. A pull at the lash rope released him, and the next 
essay met with better success. 

The only thing to be tolerated about the Valparaiso | 
cab is the fare; it is very low. Legally, as well aé& in 
fact. and I would point out that there is usually a very 
considerable distinction between the two terms in South 
America, the cabby’s toll is one of the lowest to be en- | 
countered anywhere. The legal fare is 10 centavos, or, 
about 3 cents, gold, though I never heard of any one 
riding for that sum. Ten cents was the anthorized fare | 
at the time the money of the country was on a gold ba- 
sis. and the figure was not changed upon the statute 
books. when the silver basis was re#stablished. The | 
real dare is 40 cents In the present currency. If you | 
ask a cabby for your change above this sum he will 
give it to you politely: if you give him 50 cents or $1 
he wil) size you up as easy and stand out for double. 

The cab itself is buflt upon the lines of the mail coach 
of the eighteenth century, a padded box swung between 
—not over—four wheels. The body or box is suspended 
some distance from the cround to enable it to clear the 
high places fn the streets. It fs drawn by two. three, 
or dour horses, driven—or rather herded—abreast, and | 
at a lateral speed in inverse ratio to the up-and-down | 
going necessitated by the condition of the streets. The 
best advice I can give In regard to these cabs fs not to | 
take them, for, if you do, take a eushion as well: you | 
will know what to do with it when the cab starts. 


The tram system of Valparaiso—and that of Santiago 
as well—is under the control of a German company with | 
headquarters in Berlin, the largest of its kind in the. 
world. Its ramifications extend to South Africa, China 
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young Chileans are made of. : 

Valparaiso’s hospitality, that of both the Chilean 
and the foreign residents, is most liberally dispensed 
to strangers on all occasions, and the most striking 
point about it is its spontaneity and informality. “Pot- 
luck” is the rule, and a man thinks nothing of picking 
you up on the street at the last minute and taking you 
home to breakfast or dinner without any notice to the 
family whatever. You always fare well, and if the fam- 
ily takes it hard they manage to hide their feelings most 
successfully. If a man is taking you home to dinner 
and something better offers on the way he will have no 
hesitancy in advocating a change of programme. A 
single instance of this will suffice. 

Meeting a friend in the postoffice a few nights ago I 
was brought to acquiesce without much argument to his 
suggestion that a quiet family dinner at his home 
might be a welcome relief from hotel fare. But first 
we must go to the club for the inevitable cocktail. Val- 
paraisans are very fond of cocktails, though they only 
know two, the gin and the champagne, both very credit- 
able creations. The States are better known among the 
English of Valparaiso as the home of poker and cock- 
tails than for anything else, and one of their greatest 
delights on meeting an American is to have him name 
over as many kinds of cocktails and other mixed drinks 
as he can think of. You don’t need to know how to mix 
these cocktails, you don’t even need to know of what 
they are made: just to run through the names musingly 
and reeretfully, as if you missed them, is quite enough. 
I believe that the local line of argument is that, if they 
themselves are able to derive so much pleasure from the 
consumption of only two kinds of cocktails, how much 
more pleasure must the Yankee get from 15 or 20. . 

On the occasion of which I was speaking we met 
at the club a man with some tickets to a new tanda 
that was being put on at the Nacional for the first time 
that night, and his suggestion was dinner at a down- 
town restaurant and the theater afterward. So we 
called off the quiet family dinner and a table at the 
“bolsa” was reserved by phone. At this juncture en- 
tered a man who had been shooting the previous Sun- 
day and who had ducks on for dinner in his home in 
Vifia del Mar that night. Again the matter was put 
to a vote without debate and the ducks had it by a

N her experiment with the floating hospital, Boston |

The vessel is 171 feet long and 44 feet beam. The } ull 
ig of steel and the superstructure of wood. There are 
four decks—the main, the hospital deck, 
patients’ deck, and the pilot’s deck. 


In the hold, besides the space for machinery, are the 
cook's galley, a dining-room for mothers and convalis- 
cent children, and quarters for the crew. On the main 
deck are the food laboratory, the clinical laboratory, the 
executive offices, dining-room for officers and nurses, 
and an emergency hospital ward. The food laboratory 
is fitted up with every appliance for preparing food for 
the sick children. Here is made pasteurized milk, or 
modified or sterilized, as the physician may order, and 
here, too, every bottle or other vessel used in the hos- 
pital is thoroughly sterilized before it is again used. 


The hospital deck contains six rooms and an operat- 
ingsroom (four for critical cases and one fer conval«s- 
coals.) and one outdoor ward. This is protected from 
the inclement weather by awning which may be | 
ered; while steam radiators modify the severity of the 
temperature. On the out-patients’ deck are accomr)o- 
dations for day patients; a nurses’ rest-room, a kind °r- 
_garten, quarfers for resident physicians, for house o™- 
cers and for the visiting staff. 

There is no appliance that modern science has 
gested that has not been installed in this new boat, 
which will accommodate 100 permanent patients and {50 
day patients. The boat leaves the wharf at 10 in the 
morning and anchors down the bay, returning at ev en- 
ing to discharge its load of refreshed mothers and c'iil- 
_dren—the mothers having learned better how to care for

tributions. But its value in caring for the poor in 
training them to recognize the source of disease, and in 
preventing it, is so apparent that the charity has not 
lacked for funds for the continuance of its work.

THe GREAT Loss or LIFE AND 
PROPERTY UNNECESSARY. 


Contributed by James Page, 
Of the Division of Ocean Meteorology, U. & Weather Bureau. 


HE timely firing of the dreaded double gun of the 
Hongkong observatory on September 18, would 
have meant the salvation of over eight thousand 
helpless men and women, and prevented the loss of 
millions of dollars worth of sea-going and harbor craft. 

The wholesale devastation wrought by the last great 
typhoon, upon the largest commercial center of the Far 
East was wholly unnecessary. The coming of this 
frightful typhoon might have been absolutely foretold 
and preparation for its reception made accordingly, if 
the meteorological service had been as excellent there 
as that of our own government. | 

Certain terrestial cataclysms such as the earthquakes 
of San Francisco and Valparaiso, the eruption of Mount 
Pelee and disasters of a similar nature are yet beyond 
the power of human agency to minimize their effects, 
but through modern meteorological] science properly ap- 
plied, the winds of the heaven may certainly be robbed 
of their ghastly toll of human lives. 

That the typhoon of September 18 caught Hongkong 
unawares, and caused a property damage that was great 
as well as a loss of life that was far greater than that 
caused by earthquake either at San Francisco or Val- 
paraiso, emphasizes the necessity of more thorough 
study of these immense whirlwinds on the part of the 
English, German and French meteorological observa- 
tories which are scattered along the Chinese coast and 
have charge of the forecasting of the weather in that 
region of the world. Acting for the benefit of seamen 
and for the protection of commerce the United States 
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PATH OF A.TYPHOON. 


Hydrographic Office has already made an exhaustive 
study of these storms and has published rules by means 
of which a vessel threatened by their approach may 
not only avoid the center or region of most violent 
winds, but even shorten the passage by taking advant- 
age of the lighter winds which prevail upon the outer 
limits of the storm. 


According to the figures collected by the Hydrographic 
Office the frequency of typhoons reaches a maximum 
during August, September and October, January, Febru- 
ary and March remaining practically exempt. The in- 
vestigation furthermore shows that the typhoon of the 
Western Pacific Ocean is in many respects the counter- 
part of the West Indian hurricane of the Atlantic. 
Both classes of storms have their origin in the vicinity 
of tropical groups of islands, and under similar baro- 
metric conditions: both undergo the same slow develop- 
ment and exhibit the same tendency to recurve upon 
reaching the northern limit of the northeast trades. 

A typhoon, or tropical cyclonic storm of the Pacific, 


sea inclosed by the Philippines, the Western Caro- 
lines. and the Mariana Islands, or within the China Sea, 
of a local area of low barometer, brought about by the 
inequalities in the temperature conditions of the atmos- 
phere. In its incipient stages, the deficiency of atmos- 
pheric pressure throughout this erea may be slight, 
amounting only to a few hundredths of an inch. Ac- 
cording to varying conditions, such a depression may 
either be dissipated, or it may deepen and ultimately 
develop into a well-defined storm center, giving rise to 
winds of hurricane forces. At the center, and during 
the height of the storm, the barometric pressure may 
fall as low as 27.50 inches, one of the most remarkable 
instances In this respect being the typhoon encountered 
bv the Tinited States Coast Survey Steamer Pathfinder 
September 25,1995, the vessel at the time cruising off 


samar, in the Philippines. 


In this terrific storm the 
vessel's barometer sank to 27.10 inches, the course of 


the fall and the subsequent rise being shown in the | 


figure presented herewith. The space, however, 
throughout which this excessively low barometer pre- 
vails is generally small, sometimes not more than a ¢ew 
miles in diameter. 

Around this central low point, which constitutes the 
heart of the storm, the winds circulate in a direction con- 
trary to the motion of the hands of a watch, not in 
circles, however, but in spirals, which continually ap- 
proach the center, the curve described by the air being 
similar In many respects to the familiar path followed 
by the water escaping from a circular basin from a 


storm center we thus have eacterly and northeasterly 
winds; east of the center southerly and southeasterly 
winds will prevail: west of the center, northerly and 
northwesterly. The strength of the wind diminishes 
as we go outward, the winds of typhoon force rarely 
extending darther than 300 miles from the storm center. 


If the storm center remained stationary, a vessel 
hove-to under storm canvas would experience no steady 
shift of the wind, but would simply feel the force of 
the gale increase until its full violence was attained, 
after which it would gradually blow itself out, all from 
one quarter. Such, however, is never the case. In ad- 
dition to the movement of the air around the storm 
center, there is a progressive movement of the center 
itself, carrying with it its circulating system of winds. 
In low latitudes the direction of this motion dor all 
typhoons has westerly component, some storms con- 
tinuing this course and entering the mainland of Cochin 
China: the typhoon of Tuesday, September 18 was an 
example of this class. Others recurve to the northeast 
and skirt the shores of Japan. 


The velocity of the progressive motion of the storm 
center varies; within the tropics it rarely exceeds ten 
miles an hour, being here much more regular than in 
higher latitudes, where the velocity ranges from zero 
the center at times appearing to become all but station- 
ary, to 40 miles an hour. 

The present theory of tropical cyclonic storms re- 
quires that there shall exist at the center, toward which 
the incurving surface winds are directed, a rising column 
of warm, moist air. Upon reaching the higher levels 
of the atmosphere, the water borne aloft by this air is 
condensed into clouds, which are carried by the now 
outward curving winds away from the center on all 
sides. 
height, and are of the cirrus type, radiating in long

By assuming a rough 
value of the distance from .center (remembering that, 
in general, as long as the barometer continues to fall 
this distance is diminishing,) and observing this rule, 
it is often possible to obtain a fair idea of the path 
followed by the latter. In this process the courage and 
distance made by the vessel] must always be taken into 


account. When in the latitudes in which typhoons re- 


curve, a simple sketch of this nature, showing the 


relative position of the vessel and the center at the close 


of each hour, or even more frequently, may save the 
vessel from a second conflict with the storm. 

The figure also shows the shifts of the wind which 
a vessel hove-to in anticipation of a typhoon may ex- 
pect. In the tropics, for instance, with squally, threat- 
ening weather, falling barometer, and wind north-north- 
west, a vessel will probably occupy the position A, 
shown on the diagram, and the shifts of the wind, as 
the storm center advances, will probably be northeast, 
east, and southeast, following each other in_ great 
rapidity, on account of the nearness of the vessel to 


the storm path.

higher latitudes, when the storm center is moving north 
and northwest will have a position in the neighborhood 
of C. On the storm patch itself, and in advance of the 
center, a vessel will experience fairly steady but con- 
stantly falling barometer, and torrents of rain until 
the center is reached. Hence the barometer attains its 
lowest point, and in the tropics the curious phenomenon 
known as the “eve of the storm” may be encountered. 
The winds diminish in force, or even dall dead calm; 
the rain ceases, the density of the cloud canopy lessens; 
the blue sky by day, and the stars by night, may even 
appear: the waves, however, owing to the contrary 
winds on the opposite sides of the center, are lashed to 
a tremendous fury. Huge seas swing in, not from any 
one, but from all directions, straining the Pessel violent- 
ly and rendering imminent the danger of broaching to, 
or losing the' rudder. The diameter of this region 
ranges fram 2 to 30 miles, and the time required by it 
to pass directly over any point from a few minutes to 
two hours, depending upon the velocity of motion.

About this time, James Lick, a millionaire of San 

Francisco, bought the island from the United States 
| government, paying $12,000. A few years afterward, he 
sent an agent to England to sell the island—Maj. Max 
_Stroebel of Anaheim. The major was well laden with 
specimens of gold and silver ore, as evidence of good 
faith that mines existed on the island, and not entirely 
in the minds of the sellers. The Englishmen looked 
covetously on the samples, and the major negotiated a 
sale to a syndicate for $1,000,000. But—the major died 
suddenly, and the provisional sale was not completed. 

Finally the heirs of James Lick sold it to George R. 
Shatto of Los Angeles, for $225,000. The tradition of 
that long-lost mine was restored, and the gold fever 
again spread, but, nothing of value being found, the fe- 
ver died away into a chill, and the disheartened pros- 
pectors left for better “diggings.” 

A few years ago the Mexican government claimed the 
island, and all others in the channel, on the alleged 
grounds that they were not named in the transfer of 
California; furthermore, that they were not part of the 
mainland, any way. The document was seriously for- 
warded to Washington, where it was as gravely filed, 
and buried. _ J. M. SCANLAND.

PEACOCKS’ TONGUES, KANGAROOS’ TAILS AND 
OTHER STRANGE Foops. 


[Tit-Bits:] It has been said that London is the only 
place in the world where a visitor, from whatever part 
of the earth he comes, can rely on getting his favorite 
| native dishes; and although this is perhaps 1n exagger- 
_ated statement, it would certainly be difficult to name 
offhand half a dozen foreign delicacies which cannot 
be had within a couple of miles of Charing Cross. 


Londoners professed to be startied at learning, a short 
time ago, that roast bear figured on the menu of a city 
restaurant; and yet equally strange foods are common 
enough within the four-mile radius. If you have a 
weakness for reindeer flesh you can take home a joint 
from Leadenhall Market in the proper season; you can 
buy Indian bullock meat in tins: or if you are more fas- 
tidious you can feast on roast peacock, with its succu- 
lent stuffing of truffles, or on roast swan. 

Snails you can purcnase, ready for eating, at the mod- 
est figure of is 6d a dozen; or if you prefer frogs you 
can have them tinned whenever you please, or fresh 
during the winter months. You can buy kangaroo tails 
in Smithfield and make delicious soup from them; birds’ 
nests, all the way drom China, are to be had for 12s or 
80 an ounce, and wild boar’s head is a popular dish in 
| London, and cheap enough for modest purses. You can 
enjoy caviare which has come straight from the Volga: 
‘sausages of every degree of mystery from Germany. 
"Italy, and France; peach-fed hams from America.

If you care for peacocks’ tongues, a rare delicacy, you 
may have them if you are prepared to pay the price: a 
dish of turties’ fins wHl cost you perhaps halé a guinea:

roe, which is sold in flat cakes with a thick covering of 
beeswax; but you must pay four times as much for a 
large pAté of the finest Strasburg foie gras with truffles.

_egar, goes excellently with bread and butter: the West 
Indies also send the yellow and purple granadilla, full 
of delicious and most refreshing jelly. Among the new- 
est and least-known of these fruits are also the grape 
fruit from Jamaica and California: the Jamaican man- 
darin orange, which is pipless and costs about 12s a 
dozen retail; the custard apple, with its rich pulp so

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Marine Curiosities. 
STRANGE CREATURES FouND OFrFr 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA COAST.

WO new specimens of the ramora were secured re- 

cently at Catalina Island, when a large shark was 

taken by a tourist fisherman. The ramora goes 
ahead of the big shark and advises him of approaching 
danger. This assistance is not primarily for the wel-— 
fare of the shark, but is an incident of the ramora’s self- | 
protection. The little ramorae, which look like dark 
blue India rubber, have a powerful sucking apparatus 
on the tops of their heads and partly along their backs. 
When an enemy is approaching they fly to the shark's 
head, back of the jaws, and adhere. The direction they 
come in advises the shark of the direction in which the 
enemy is approaching, and this gives him a better 
chance of escape. He cannot shake off or in any way 
dislodge the ramorae, and (as the alligator does not 
hurt the little birds which pick his teeth) the shark 
probably values the assistance his small companions 
render. The long, oval sucker of the ramora is placed 
on him in such a way that he can adhere while going , 
at full speed, and whether he adheres to the side of a 
whale or of a shark, he cannot be removed until he | 
leaves of his own will. On captured sharks he is pried 
off with a chisel, because the attempt to pull him off 
by hand would injure the specimen. Owing to the 
sucker projection spoiling symmetry of line, the ramora 
could not be a dast swimmer, but he leans to the big | 
fellow who is really an express train for the ramora 
family, whose chief necessity is the ability to hold on | 
while being ripped through the water at seventy miles | 
an hour. With the same high rate of speed the shark | 
also secures the meals, and all have the same dining | 
hour: so that in spite of centuries of abuse the shark | 
ig now found to have a value—for the ramora. | 

Two fairly well-defended creatures now before me 
serve to explain that fish are generally seized as prey 
from above, because nature invariably puts the armor 
where it is most needed. One of these is the horned 
shark, which has two defensive spears, each high up on a 
separate dorsal fin: and the other is the Trigger Fish. 
In both cases the bayonets are pointed for the enemy 
as when a battalion receives the order to prepare to re- 
ceive cavalry. But the trigger fish has a sort of potket- 
knive attachment for his. It folds down into a groove ) 
which reaches along his back, exactly as the blade of a | 
penknife may be turned down almost out of sight when 
its use is not required. The trigger fish is a huge head | 
propelled by a short, broad tail, with no intermediate | 
body to speak of: and in this questionable shape he 
seems as unlike a true product of nature as the animals | 
of the Heraldry Office. Still, he is an ornamental! affair 
for the aquarium, his creamy coloring being softly 
shaded with delicate pinks and blues. But when he has 
the blues he is not, like us, at his worst, but his best. 
The general absurdity of his appearance rather dis- 
appears when he is angered. He received his name 
when muskets were of an ancient pattern, and when he | 
is at full cock he is not to be trified with. 

The silver perch of the Pacific give birth to their 
young. They lay no eggs. As this statement will prob- 
ably be queried by “Constant Subscriber,” it may save 
him postage to confer direct with the manager of the | 
Banning Aquarium, at Avalon, Santa Catalina Island. | 
Prior to four months ago, there was here only one of | 
the silver perch, and the present collection was born 
in the tank on June 8—mother and little ones all doing 
nicely, thank you, and show a pleasing ¢amily resem- 
blance. 

Maternity in the shark family is not of such a high 
class; but as the French say, “it arrives;” it gets there 
just the same. The shark’s egg is laid in the vasty 
deep and drifts about without causing any mafernal 
anxiety till the young “wolf of the sea” is strong enough 
and big enough to break out of the protective shell. 
Not one man in a million knows of the extraordinary | 
babyhood of the shark; but these glass tanks of he | 
Bannings show much that has not been recorded—not 
even in the text-books of the specialties. 

Here we see an egg that has been moving about one | 
of the tanks for three months. A spiral flange protects | 
the interior case, and the whole affair is so strong that 
it could probably roll among rocks for weeks without 
being damaged. With its projecting flange it looks 
something like two or three inches of a carpenter's 
augur brokef off. In the right light, you can see that 
this curious egg is partly open at both ends, and in the 
interior can be seen a young shark swimming briskly. 
The action of his fins and tail makes a current of water 
through the shell, and in this current the young fish | 
gets enough to live upon and grow. 

Joseph Silyngno, formerly of Naples, has been catch- 
ing and studying fish for thirty years, and is now the 
caretaker and practical man of the aquarium, but Ae 
does not know when this shark will get clear of his 
shell, and has been waiting and watching him for nearly 
four months. No creature seems to have ever become 
really attached to a shark except the ramora, but Si- 
lyngno shows more interest in this infant pirate than | 
many humans have in their own young. There is much 
to be discovered regarding these marauders of the deep, 
and the Catalina aquarium has some fine specimens, 
the gray leopard shark, which grows to twelve feet long 
and has a spotted body something like that of a middied | 
carriage dog, the swell shark which has the ability |

which gaze through the glass with a dull metallic eye |

catch stingarees by dozens. They cut off the sting part 


of their tails and throw them back into the sea, where 
they quickly become food. 

To pass to those fish which really do fly is a pleasant 
transition. Silyngno ridicules the many printed reports 
saying that flying fish only use their glass-like wings as 
aéroplanes, I prefer what he says on this disputed 


| point to any scientific report, because he has lived in 


their midst and caught them for thirty years. Al- 
though it is difficult to detect the motion of their trans- 
parent wings, there are two facts to dispute the theory 
that they do not really fly. 

First, they do not begin their passage through the air 
with any such rush and speed as would be necessary for 
the use of a#troplanes. Secondly, at the end of a long 
flight of say 150 or 200 feet, they often mount to a 
greater height than they have maintained in the pre- 
vious part of their flight. Moreover they frequently 
get sufficiently immersed in an intervening wave fo re- 
move the efficiency of an aéroplane, and yet they con- 
tinue their flight beyond. When it gets well set in 
print, a scientific mistake dies hard: and after much 
watching, I subscribe to the statement that flying fish 
fly, and thatthe length of their flight is solely limited 
by the tendency to tire. I an aé#roplane could take 
them 200 feet at the same level, it might be expected to 
take them a thousand feet, which it never does. 

Both the eyes of the frog flounder project in an iso- 
lated way from one side of his head. Each round eye, 
setting out clear of the head like a shirt stud, seems to 
work on a swivel, so to speak, and can be turned in any 
direction like a vessel's searchlight. The frog flounder 
here has a labor-saving arrangement in which he has 
an advantage over other folks. He does not bother to 


turn two eyes to examine an approaching object. He 
turns only one—the nearest. In this way he must often 
receive two different suggestions at the same time. But 


whether he has mind enough to decide two matters at 
once is doubtful. 

In early life all of the flounder family swim freely 
through the water like other fish: but when they come 
to the age when they only flip along the bottom on one 
side of their bodies the Atlantic coast flounder partly 
twists the front of his head through the continuous 
effort to see out of both eyes while lying on his side. 
The result is that while the under eye sometimes gets 
around to the top side sufficiently for use, it is gener- 
ally found so atrophied that its original place can 
hardly be discerned, and thus the eastern flounder flops 
through life with only one eye. But the general supe- 
riority of everything Californian is peculiarly apparent 
in our frog flounder which subsequently grows these ex- 
tended swivel optics, showing that in nature new appa- 
ratus comes to experienced necessity. The name frog 
is only given in a fanciful way, owing to the humped 
appearance of the creature, which indeed might be ex- 
pected to hump itself with pride after growing such 
wonderful structures. STINSON JARVIS. 

THE MEDICINES OF INDIA. 

Great virtues are ascribed in India to the claws and 
horns of certain animals. Tiger's claws are in great 
demand with the common people. One or two claws 
may be worn near the loins, but should one possess a 
larger number the fortunate owner makes a garland of 
them and wears them around his neck. Deer’s horn 
ground into fine paste is an excellent balm for pains 
and swellings.

A remedy which I 
have seen applied with considerable effect in more than 
one epileptic fit is to place a bunch of keys in the palm 
of the sufferer. I have heard it said that the fit passes 
away as readily if the keys are placed on the head. A 
rather quaint remedy in the case of a sprained neck Is 
to use an fron measure for a pillow. 

Sore throat is cured by spitting on red-hot iron—quite 
the simplest and least expensive cure known to the na- 
tive doctor. Peacock’s flesh is a good medicine for 
acute rheumatism.—[Madras Mall. 


CHINESE DUEL.

HOW TO BECOME A BARBER. 


A LESson TO TONSORIAL ARTISTS FROM A NEW 
CORRESPONDENCE SCHOOL.

Almost any man can become a barber if he wil 
but take time and his customers by the forelock. 
All he will need to do is to begin young, and siudy 
this lesson, and commit to memory the rules hei a 
laid down—and after doing these things, if you do 1»! 
make a success it will be because you have not foi 4 
chair. 

All you need to start with will be a razor, a strop, a 
pair of shears, and a dancy for some special breed of 
chickens or dogs. 

A razor is a thing with a sharp edge. It might be 
called a hair razor, and on occasions might be called a 
hair raiser. A strop is a business to sharpen the razor 
on, but in some shops it is rarely used. The chair used 
in a barber shop is somewhat different from the chair 
in a theological seminary. The chair in the seminary is 
endowed, but the one in the barber shop is upholstered 
and is easier to sit in. 


Before starting on your career as a barber, you should 
equip yourself with a book on dogs or poultry, and 
should spend a year in profound study. Along with this 
study you should conduct a series of experiments with 
the different breeds, in your back yard at home. These 
experiments will doubtless cost you considerable money, 
but do not be discouraged if you “go broke” several 
times, for fh no other way can you hope to attain suc- 
cess in your chosen profession. 


At the end of a year’s experience you will be able to 
decide on what you are going to adopt as your fad, and 
will be able to converse intelligently with any of your 
customers on his or her favorite breed in the dog or 
poultry line, and never fail to put in a strong indorse- 
ment for your own davorite breed. 


The next two months should be spent in acquiring a 
conversational knowledge of women's dress, for in this 
day of rapid and numerous changes in fashion you can- 
not tell at what minute women may take to shaving, 
and you want to be posted on their favorite topic, so 
that you can get their patronage. 

The next month should be spent in acquiring a com- 
plete and exhaustive knowledge of dentistry, dogmas, 
doormats, pendulums, pinching bugs, pancakes, agricul- 
ture,.astronomy, “axle grease, blood, boots, bacon, hogs, 
hugs, horticulture, hydrants, hypocrites, horses, lamps, 
lumbago, lemons, capital, crowbars, catfish, labor, lar- 
ceny, politics, poison, pilfering, undertaking and a dozen 
other subjects, so that you can without a minute’s no- 
tice carry on a conversation with any customer who 
happens to get. into your chair. 

Having conquered all these subjects’ thoroughly, you 
will be ready to wield the razor, and only a few rules 
governing your conduct in the shop are necessary. 

Before starting to amputate the hair on your cus- 
tomer’s face, the prevailing custom is to apply the 
lather and rub it in. The rubbing-in process should be 
kept up for at least five minutes, regardless of how it 
feels—to you. 

In lathering, be very careful not to get any of the 
lather into the patient’s mouth—always put the surplus 
in his eyes. . Adter a little practice you will be able to 
put it into his eyes while you gaze uninterruptedly out 
of the window. 

If your customer is only a man, and a stranger at 
that, open the conversation by asking him if he wants 
his hair cut. Also open the shop door at the same 
time, for you may need the open door to dacilitate your 
hasty exit in case you have tackled the wrong man. 

If he wants only a shave, and wants it in a hurry, 
wait about two minutes, and then run your fingers 
through his hair and make an audible remark about 
his hair needing cutting. He may be a business man 
who has been too busy to notice how long his hair has 
grown. 

If he makes no response, repeat your question every 
two minutes, until you are successful, or until he shoves 
your head through a plate-glass mirror. If he gets his 
hair cut, charge him 25 cents for the cut and 5 cents ad- 
ditional for each time you have had to ask him. If he 
starts to depart without letting you cut his hair, charge 


him 15 cents for the shave and 5 cents for each time .. 


If you stick to this 
scale of prices, within six months you will own the 
finest shop in town. 

If, while shaving, you should accidentally cut your 
man, apply alum to stop the flow of blood. If the cut 
should happen to be a bad one, finish the job by cutting 
off his head to stop the flow of his remarks. In this 
way you can prevent his circulating the report that you 
are not fit to be a barber.

WILD ASTERS. 


DESCRIPTION OF LOCAL SPECIES BY AN 
EXPERT. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


N all the world there are about 300 species of asters, 

which, by the way, does not include the common 

garden aster, which belongs to the genus Calliste- 
phus. Our subjects are true asters and very -losely 
allied to the garden sorts, all being worthy of a piace 
in the front yard. The descriptions of our local spe- 
cies presented below were kindly given the writer by 
S. B. Parish of San Bernardino, who of all our botanists 
is probably best qualified to write of their various 
charms and peculiarities. 

One of our showiest asters (A. tortifolius) is peculiar 
to the Mojave desert, where it grows on stony hills, or 
even in rocky crevices. The flower part of the stem is 
so woody that this species might almost be called a 
shrub, and, like most of the desert shrubs, it is rather 
an unsightly one. But it bears, each swaying on a 
long, slender stem, great flowers two inches in diame- 
ter, with bright, golden centers, and a circle of rays 
of an uncommon and very handsome shade of lilac. I 
have heard it called “Desert Daisy,” but there are other 
desert flowers for which that name would be more ap- 
propriate, and a better name would be “Mojave aster.” 
It is exceptional in the genus in its time of flowering, 
which is spring ‘and early summer. 

Anderson's aster (A. Andersoni) is equally beautiful. 
but in a different way, and its home is the very oppo- 
site of that of the desert species. It hag really strayed 
to us from the northern Sierras, and the only place 
where I have seen it in Southern CalMornia is in the 


There is a weedy annual which is common in low 
grounds which has such smal) flowers as hardly to be 
taken for an aster, but their resemblance is apparent 
on close examination. Its slender, dew-leafed stems 
have given it the name of “Slim Aster” (A. exilis). 

We have four or five other asters, but they are so 
rarely to be met with that it is unnecessary to farther 
extend this article in order to notice them. Perhaps a 
pretty species that grows along streams in the higher 
mountains ought not to be omitted, as it may attract 
the attention of summer visitors. It is a foot or more 
in height, and has bright blue-purple flowers, and is a 
variety of Fremont’s Aster (A. Fremonti.) 


A Gold of Ophir Hedge. 
Mrs. Charlotte Belle of Monrovia writes ag follows: 


The incoming traveler over the Santa Fe Railroad 
sees no prettier floral view than is afforded by the beau- 
tidul rose hedges that surround the home of Mrs. Alfred 
Ottoway, who lives on the corner of Buena Vista ave- 
nue in the little town of Duarte, twenty-two miles east 
of Los Angeles. Paralleling the tracks of the Santa 
Fé 150 feet is a trellis eleven feet high which blooms 
all the year. While the bleak, bare East in March 
yearns for spring’s touch to start the sap running in 
the trees to bring out the earliest leaves, the blossoms 
of the Gold of Ophir hedge which borders Buena Vista 
avenue for 200 deet is furnishing wagonloads of roses 
for the general public. So thick is the bloom and the 
roses are of such magnificent shades of copper and gold 
that they seem iridescent in the sunlight. The vines 
run over a stone wall and mass solidly for eight feet in 
height and run over half that distance on the top of 
the stones. There is no lessening the number of flow- 
ers by cutting, it seemed, last spring, and the owner 
of the hedge dispensed them with a lavish hand upon

high valley of Tauquitz, in the San Jacinto Mountains. 


Here it stars wet sub-alpine meadows with its bright | 


blossoms, each on its own stem of a span in height, 
just enough to lift it above the grasses amidst which it 
grows. 

It almost seems a waste that such lovely flowers 
should bloom where so few eyes can be gladdened by 
them: but nature is lavish of beauty, and perhaps by 
these rewards seeks to stimulate the arduous study of 
her riches. And she has not neglected to provide in 
more accessible places, other asters, and very pleasing 
ones, although quite different from the rare beauties 
of desert and mountain. 

There are three of these, more or less common in 
meadows or by streams. The flowers, which are borne 
in panicles, are individually very much alike in all 
three species. They are about half an inch in diameter, 
and vary from a bright blue-purple to nearly white, and 
vary as much in beauty, specimens with large and, well- 
colored flowers being quite showy. They are, however, 
most readily distinguished by habit and foliage. Men- 
zie’s Aster (A. Menziesii) has roughish foliage, and sel- 
dom exceeds a foot in height, and its panicle is usually 
somewhat spike-like. It grows in rather dry adobe 
soils, in which its presence indicates the existence of a 
moderate amount of alkali. 

The Western Aster (A. rius) is a strong grow- 
ing plant of damper soils, meadows, stream banks and 
the borders of swamps. It is often six feet or more. in 
height, has stiff, erect stems, terminated by a gener- 
ous panicle of flowers; the leaves are long and narrow, 
and the whole plant is smooth. 

The last is a common species In Southern California, 
but there is another, somewhat Iike it, that seems to 
be confined to the neighborhood of Pasadena and Los 
Angeles. This is Greata’s Aster (A. Greataf). It at- 
tains as great a size as the other species, but the stems 
are not so stiff and erect, the leaves are broader and 
somewhat clasping at the base, and the herbage is 
slightly roughened. It fs, perhaps, the handsomest spe- 
eles of the three.

Budded Roses. 

The only objection that can be raised to using budded 
or grafted roses is that in the hands of the beginner 
they are very apt to cut away the portion that they 
ought to save. For instance they notice a strong 
sprout coming up near the roots, and thinking it the 
same as the rest of the plant, will cut away the top and 
allow this to form the ,.ant. As a result they get a 
worthless rose. When, however, this matter is clearly 
understood, it will be found that the budded or grafted 
roses are much superior to those on their own roots, 
and some of the weak varieties, which are not at all sat- 
isfactory on their own roots, will give good results 
when grown on some vigorous stock. A little care on 
the part of the beginner will soon make him sufficiently 
skilled so that he can tell the sprouts of the stock from 
the rose wood which he wishes to grow. If he buys his 
roses of a reputable firm he will not be apt to find any 
suckers springing up, for our best nurserymen “blind” 
their stock, that is, cut out all the buds so that the root 
part is dead so far as branching is concerned.

ANIMAL TRAINING. 


TEACHING AN ELEPHANT TO TELEPHONE AND 
BowL—TRUNK Most DIFFICULT. 


Elephant trainers are ever on the lookout for new 
tricks to teach their beasts, says A. W. Rolker in the 
course of an interesting article in Appleton’s for Octo- 
ber. Just now it is the fashion to show “trunk work,” 
the most difficult of ‘tricks taught by the trainer. This 
is not because of the elephant’s awkwardness, but 
because this sort of trick is entirely foreign to 
the animal. Another drawback to the teaching of trunk 
tricks is that the elephant does not begin to realize 
how almightily powerful he is. 


Tom, one of the Luna Park herd, is a three-fourths- 
grown young tusker of ideal proportions, and a re- 
markably knowing, affectionate beast weighing 3800 
pounds. With his mates, Jennie, Queenie and Fannie, 
he comes lumbering onto the stage and after the usual 
preliminaries walks to the corner of the platform, where 
etinds a big telephone box mounted on a substantial 
tripod. §$o0 perfectly is this elephant broken that he 
works by cues imperceptible to the audience. The 
trainer merely raises hig shoulder and the young bull 
strides toward the telephone box, turns the crank ring- 
ing the bell, picks up the receiver in his long trunk, 
and holds it to his great flap ear. Then he hangs it 
up with the suddenness of disgust, rings the bell a 
second time, and again holds the receiver to his ear 
while he listens with the sage, bland expression which 
only an elephant can assume. When finished he hangs 
up the receiver and “rings off.” 

For something like two minutes this performance 
last. Yet it required a month of steady hard work 
to break the elephant into this simple, ludicrous trick.

Missionaries in Sudan. 
ONE OF THEM WRITES OF CRUEL 
NATIVE HABITS. 


Correspondence London Standard. 


HE natives here were much afraid of elephants, 

though, as a rule, they can easily eseape their 

rush by dodging round a bush or getting down 
wind from the beast, who can smell] better than see; 
yet they say that after the rains, when the grass is long, 
the elephants lie in wait near the paths, snap them up 
with their trunks, and, throwing them on the ground, 
trample them underfoot. When some one of the party 
who had been in the country before, laughed in unbelief, 
the chief was rather annoyed, and said, “Look at this 
man; his father was killed last year—that man’s 
brother, too; this man’s son,” and so on. As there was 
no gainsaying this, the interpreter of the party remarked 
that it might be dangerous for the missionaries in the 
time of the long grass to move away from the river. 
“Oh, no,” replied the chief, “when you go out y6u will 
be perfectly safe, for I will go with you.” This remark 
was a little resented by the interpreter, who assured 
the chief they had no fear of elephants, having rifles. 
But the chief explained his method of preserving a 
whole skin for himself and the missionaries by saying: 
“When I go out in the long grass I always send two or 
three old women in front. When they scream, I run 
back.” This clever method was, to say the least of it, 
rather a shock to the missionary band, and when, in 
anxious tones, the interpreter asked: “Are they ever 
killed?” this unsophisticated naked heathen answered: 
“Who cares: they are only old women; they are no 

T really think it would do some critics of missions 
much good if they would come out and study the native 
simplicity of these wild people on the spot. 

A globe trotter, passing by in a boat; or a sportsman, 
merely on the track for game; or a very young soldier 
man, who has never thought seriously for ten minutes 
on the meaning of Christianity, comes home and talks 
glibly on the uselessness of missionaries and the charm- 
ing manners of tlt.ese simple children of nature. 

The strongest oi all the Nile tribes in the upper Nile 
have a charming manner of flaying alive their enemies; 
this has been done within the last seven years. Two 
Englishmen, paying a peaceful visit to this tribe, about 


four years ago, escaped almost by a miracle from death | 


by the same “charming manner.” 


It was not long before the doctor of the mission had 
some experience with this native cruelty. He was at- 
tending a poor old woman, too weak to leave her hut, 
who showed signs of i®provement after treatment. On 
going to the hut with the medicine, he was much sur- 
prised to find a man in the hut forbid admission. Being a 
hefty Christian, the doctor made a show of determina- 
tion to save the woman, at which the men rose up and 
barred the way with their spears. Aédter expressing 
himself as strongly as possible in the Dinka language, 
he left the medicine near the hut and went away. 
When he went next day they said she had died, and 
that they had thrown the body in the river. 

It has often been said that mankind everywhete has 
some idea of life after death; but a branch of the Bart 
tribe, which inhabits the country south of Darpug, seems 
to be an exception to this. 


In marching along che river bank north of Mongalla, 
: two of the party came to a small fishing village where 
: the people seemed to be of a low organism. Questioned 
as to what happened to them after death: “We throw 
3 them into the river.” “Ah, but after that?” “The 
crocodiles are many.” “But then; what can happen 
after crocodiles?” Laughter. Yet they did have an 
idea that there were spirits, most of them evil, but they 
. were not sure whether these were the spirits of the de- 
parted. 

When the camp was arranged, and there was breat*- 
ing time enough to look round and see the kind of 
place in which they had cast anchor, the missionaries 
found themselves in the midst of a very scanty popula- 

tion (only a hundred and fifty within a radius of eight 

miles). 
This was disappointing, but what troubled them more 
were the myriads of malaria-breeding mosquitoes which 
“infested the camp. The outlook was not promising for 
six healthy. young Englishmen—not much scope for 
work by day and worried by mosquitoes by night. Two 
of the older hands at. the work determined to march 
‘>: inland and spy out the land, and after six days’ jour- 
ney they came back like Joshua and Caleb, with an ex- 
cellent report. Thirteen miles inland 


rainwater and scooping out the clay as the water be- 
came exhausted. The pools were hedged in by thorn 
bushes to keep out the cattle, but the Dinkas themselves 
perform their ablutions in these reservoirs. It was 
rather disconcerting to be hailed in a most friendly way 
by a Dinka splashing about enjoying a bath in what you 
knew to be your only supply for drinking and making 
tea. But Joshua and Caleb declared they grew quite 
used to the taste of Dinka and water. 
The Sacred Spear. 

In their wanderings they had found out something of 
the religion of the people, which was most interesting. 
In a hut especially set apart there is a spear which the 
natives declare came down ¢rom the clouds in a thun- 
derstorm many years ago. 

The people stand in great awe and dread of this spear; 
only two people are allowed to go near—the chief, Beor, 
and the “luol,” which, in the Dinka language, means 
a “speaker.” These two only can interpret the mes- 
sages of the sacred spear. In times of danger from 
raids or drought or disease or cattle plague the “luol” 
seeks counsel of the sacred spear. From what the 
“luol” himself said, he evidently goes into a kind of 
trance, and during this trance his utterances are the 
messages of heaven through this sacred medium. 

The luol, or priest of the sacred spear, promised to 
ask and declare the counsel of the spear concerning the 
visit of the missionaries on a certain night. In the 
fitful light of a wood fire, the chief and his warriors sat 
round the missionaries awaiting the promised revela- 
tion: but, to the disappointment of all and the anger of 
the chief, the priest failed to put in an appearance, 
either through dread of detectives of his fraud or fear 
of the white man. 

‘A message arrived late, pleading illness as an excuse. 

The report on the country inland and east of Bor de- 
cided a most important question. The river station was 
to be the jumping board for the interior, a place where 
stores and goods were to be landed for work inland. 
This has become an accomplished fact by this time. 
Humanly speaking, this move is answerable for the 
wonderful health of the missionaries in what has been 
considered a most unhealthy part of the Sudan. 

The continual change from river bank to high ground 
—the splendid scope for continuous effort—the freedom 
from the dreaded mosquito, have all combined to keep 
the men fit In body and soul. 

One great difficulty at the commencement of any 
work amongst these black races is the lack of labor. 

Traders in some places have brought alcohol, and 
created a craving, pointing to the work they want done 
with one hand, while in the other they hold up as an 
inducement the whisky bottle. Governments have 
sometimes forced labor-producing effort by the lash of 
the whip—although the latter plan is infinitely superior 
to the former, they are both bad—demoralizing and 
weakening that which is the most important factor in 
creating character, and that is will power.

JELLYFISHES OF THE CHANNEL ISLANDS. 

It would doubtless be a surprise to many a gatherer 
of pretty sea mosses to be told that animal life 
formed an important part of their collection. 


It is true, however, that although the “weeds” sug- 
gest only vegetable life, the microscope will show many 
living in little cups set along branches in a manner re- 
sembling real sea mosses. 


These hydroids, as they are called, exemplify all the 
division of labor found in animal societies on land; 
there are certain ones to obtain ¢ood; others are repro- 
ductive creatures and, at maturity, liberate small jelly- 
fishes. They live a real communal life. Through the 
trunk and branches of the “tree” runs a “life line” con- 
necting the whole into one. 


Those polyps that gather food are provided with ten- 
tacles with which to seek it out. The reproductive 
polyps are long, cylindrical and covered. When ma- 
tured, the cover bursts, and the little jellyfish are seen 
to be piled up like dishes, one upon another. 


Inside the watery “bell,” which is alive, the tiny crea- 
tures possess a stomach with a four-cornered mouth at 
its free end. 

From the attached end of the stomach four tubes di- 
verge and run through the creature into a circular ca- 
nal which extends around the edge of the umbrella. 

All this can be clearly seen in any smal! jellyfish, and 
constitutes the organization that so often excites all 
sorts of questions when one is picked up on the beach. 
No further development is reached, as the jellyfish is 
at this stage mature. Remember, however, that you 
are at present considering the small jellyfishes, those 
which never come to be large ones. 

It is a remarkable fact that medusae (jellyfishes) are 
thrown off from the reproductive buds of hydroids, but 
such ig the case. Some jellyfishes in their maturity 
lay eggs which are really spherical bodies covered with 
cilia by means of which they swim about and at last 
attach themselves to some object and grow into hydroid 
colonies. Their life term lasts about a year and con- 
sists of these two different forms, the medusa state 
occurring in the spring. 

It is then that our seas are almost full of jellyfishes 
in all their transparent beauty, from those just large 
enough to be seen to wondrous ones twenty to thirty 
feet long. Not all jellyfishes, however, return to the 
hydroid form of life, some lay eggs which produce their 
own kind. 

Some medusae, besides laying eggs, also produce the 
buds from which small jellyfishes grow, either on the 
margin of their umbrella or about their stomachs. 
Indeed, hydroids have been called “the nurses of jelly- 
fish,” and it must be borne in mind that the close rela- 
tion which they bear to jellyfishes would never be sus- 
pected from even more than a casual observation. It 
is only by patient watching and long hours spent in pur- 
suit of their various stations, that conclusions have been 
reached. . BLANCHE TRASK.

Excavators’ Hardships. 


| The work of the excavator, fascinating as it may seem, 
consists of little more than a series of hardships, alle-

spent for this purpose. The greater part of those who 
seek the excavator’s irade, abandon the quest in de- 
spair; permission to excavate at Bismya was granted 
after three years of constant application, and then only 


irade when once granted remains in force for two years. 


$100 a month to a commissioner who is appointed to ac- 
company him to the field, and to take charge of the 
antiquities which may be discovered. All antiquities | 
belong to the Turkish government, and the excavator | 
has the right only to take photographs and copies of 
them. 

In Italy, Greece, and Egypt, the excavator may prose-— 
cute his work with perfect safety, but when he enters 
the remoter parts of Babylon, he is in one of the most © 
dangerous portions of the world. In the interior of the | 
desert, as at Bismya and Mugheir, the Bedouin are as 
wild as ever they were, and the excavator who would go 
among them is required to take protection from the 
government. At Bismya we had a guard of eight sol- 
, diers, all armed in some mysterious way with the dis- 
carded Springfield rifles of our Civil War. The guard 
was supplemented by an equal number of watchmen se- 
lected fromthe tribe of Arabs in whose territory we 
were, and in addition, every man employed at the ex- 
cavation was required to own a gun which was always 
lying ready at the side of the trench where he was 
working. Even with this strong guard we were fre- . 
quently attacked during the early days of the excava- | 
tions, and at night the firing of guns to frighten away | 
the robbers was almost incessant, until the lawless wan- | 
derers had learned that we were strongly protected. 

The finding of water in the desert is always a serious 
matter, for though it may be found by digging into the 
sand, it is generally salty. Sometimes it may be 
brought by caravan, but this is generally impracticable, 
for the desert tribes waylay every passing traveler. At. 
Bismya, two wells which had teen dug into the sand 
to the water level, caved In, nearly burying the men at 
the bottom; a third well yielded, at the depth of thirty | 
feet, a slightly bitter water. 


Arab Laborers. 


The fear of being unable to obtain workmen from 
among the desert Arabs is always a cause of anxiety to 
the newly-arrived excavator, but such fears are. ground- 
less, for Arabs, most of whom have never done 2 day's 
work of any kind, flock to him and clamor to be hired. 
Custom has fixed the price of labor at the excavations. 
The men are divided into gangs of nine or twelve each. 
At the head of each gang is the pickman, usually a na- 
tive who has been trained by some of the earlier exca- 
vators. With a one-sided pick he loosens up the 
ground and searches through it for antiquities: his pay : 
is five Turkish piasters, or 20 cents, a day. With each | 
pickman are two or three natives provided with trian- | 
gular hées, with which they break the chunks of dirt 
into finer pieces, and, searching through it, scrape it 
into baskets to be carried to the dump. Their pay is 16 
cents a day. 

To open the excavations a gang of men, placed upon 
the sloping side of the mound toward the summit, digs | 
a trench toward the center. When the trench —!s 
brought to the wall of the buried building, it is turned 


to follow it to a doorway, then through the doorway 
into the interior, and from one chamber to another un- 
til the entire structure has been cleared. The roof of 
every Babylonian building has long ago fallen in, and 
seldom do more than three feet of the thick walls re- 
main. It is upon the floors of the chambers, especially 
in the corners, that the antiquities are found, and there, 
protected by the clay of the decomposed bricks of the 
fallen roof and walls, they are perfectly preserved. As 
the finely-inscribed clay tables are dug from the <débris 
they are so soft that they break at the slightest touch, 
but upon exposure to the air they harden, and may be | 
handled with impunity. As the various chambers thus | 
excavated have been cleared, designed, and photo-— 
graphed, the remaining walls are removed, and trenches | 
are dug at a lower level, revealing the structures be- 
neath. Everywhere scattered among the walls of the | 
earlier houses are the graves of a later date, still fre- 
quently in a perfect state of preservation.

UNDERGROUND GARDENS. 


COL. Posey OF EVANSVILLE WILL INTRODUCE 
THE TROPIcs INTO INDIANA. 


{Indianapolis Star-}] Frank B. Posey, surveyor of 
the port at Evansville and a Republican leader of prom- 
inence, is about to undertake in this country a remark- 
able experiment. He proposes to plant gardens under 
the earth's surface and to raise the fruits and flowers of 
the tropics. The hanging gardens of Babylon ranked as 
_One of the early wonders of the world, but the people 
down here say they will not be in it with the under- 
ground gardens of Spencer county.

Posey caused the shaft to be reopened, and to his svr- 
prise found thaf, unlike nearly all abandoned mines. the 
interior chambers were intact. 


Col. Posey organized an exploring party and invest!- 
gated all of the ramifications of the abandoned mine. 
He found it covers an area of fifteen acres, subdivided 
into chambers 200 feet Jong and of varying width. These 
chambers are Hbout 100 feet below the surface of the 
earth. 


It at once occurred to Col. Posey, who delights in ex- 
periments, that here was an opportunity to test the feas- 
ibility of underground gardening. He was satisfied that 
if he could raise fifteen acres of garden truck 100 feet 


below the earth's surface, he would perform an achieve- 


ment that would arrest the attention of scientific circles 
all over the world, and at the same time prove im- 
mensely profitable. He learned by taking temperatures 
that the interior of the mine remains constantly at 55 
degrees, the even temperature of the earth. This tem- 
perature is unvarying, winter and summer, and ts the 
lemperature most conducive to the growth of plant life. 
Furthermore, the air is surcharged with carbonic gas, 
upon which plants thrive. 

In order to grow, however, plants require light, and 
how to light his underground gardens Las been a prob- 
lem that was difficult to solve, but Col. Posey is con- 
vinced that he has at last found the solution. He will 
illuminate the various chambers and passageways with 
acetylene gas, which furnishes a very brilliant light, 
and is inexpensive. | 

“I had heard,” said Col. Posey, “that some experi- 
ments conducted at Cornell University proved conclu- 
sively that sunlight is not necessary to the growth of 
plants and that acetylene gas furnishes a very good 
substitute. I wrote to Gifford Pinchot, chief of the 
United States Bureau of Forestry, dor information on 
the stbject, and I have just received his reply. He says 
that he participated in the experiments at Cornell, and 
that while they could not be called completely success- 
ful, they showed that plants can be made to grow anid 
mature by the aid of acetylene gas. The cost of gener- 
ating this light is nominal. Ten cents will pay for 
the illumination of a room or chamber 200 feet long and 
fifty deet wide for twenty-four hours. It has been 
proved time and again that electricity is a good sub- 
stitute for sunlight in raising plants, but it is entirely 
too expensive for ordinary use.” 


Col. Posey expects to spend a good many thousands 
of dollars in preparing his underground gardens for 
cultivation. He will import into the mine hundreds of 
tons of rich soi] and shape it into beds, such as are 
found in greenhouses. He has already arranged to 


plant a crop of mushrooms about September 1, and he 
' expects to have mushrooms for market by Thanksgiv- 


ing. His intention is to raise large quantities of let- 
tuce and celery for the winter markets, and he will de- 
vote much attention to the cultivation of figs and or- 
anges. He also expects to grow roses on an extensive

Col. Posey’s farm is near the Ohio River, and an elec- 
tric line has been surveyed within the distance of half a 
city block from it, so that he anticipates no difficulty in 
marketing the produce of his underground gardens.

I put 150 S. C. White 
Leghorn hens in two pens of ample size, with four 
cocks In each, with the result that I never had hens 
do better, nor eggs more fertile. From eggs out of 
these two pens I have raised 400 as fine White Leg- 
horn pullets as one can find in this country. Eggs from 
hens ¢ed in this way ran 92 per cent. fertile all through 
the hatching season, while in my public announcements 
I only guarantee 85 per cent. So well am I satisfied 
with this system that I shall adapt it to my entire poul- 
try operations. By feeding the old system consistency 
of mashes I was compelled to keep an extra man and 
horse in caring for about a thousand head; now I do 
the work alone under the dry feeding hopper system, 
and am enabled to keep the place in much better condi- 
tion.”

“REINCARNATED” QUAIL. 

“I was dining last night at one of our best restau- 
rants,” writes Mr. Frank Richardson in the Pall Mall 
Gazette, “and on analyzing my quai? I found that it 
was only a scenario, that the skeleton existed, but the 
bulk of the bird had been ‘made up’ with potted meat. 
My neighbor's quail, I noticed, lacked a leg. Now, what 
happens is this. During a long dinner, the chances are 
that one only cuts off the breast of the bird. The rest 
remains intact. The quail is then carefully collected, 
taken to the kitchen, and reconstructed. 


“Most of the best hotels and restaurants are run in 
connection with cheaper restaurants, and to them the 
quail reincarnated is sent. It may then, provided it has 
not been too seriously damaged by the diner, be sent 
on to a third, fourth, and even a fi¢th restaurant.” 
Neither in London nor in Paris is it prudent, we im- 
agine, to inquire too closely into the vicissitudes of for- 
tune undergone by any dismembered bird or beast on 
the table, even though the restaurant be one which ds 
beyond suspicion of its food coming from Chicago.

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Pickling Ripe Olives. 
HEN the time comes for preparing the season's 
supply of olives, have the following or some other 
good recipe dor pickling where you can find it. The 
successful production of pickled olives is a matter of 
experience and depends almost altogether on the in- 
dividual judgement and skill of the producer. No 
method can be given which is suitable to all cases, and 
the best method must be modified according to the na- 
ture of the olives to be treated. The following scheme, 
therefore, is to be considered as a mere outline, to be 
carefully adapted and modified by the operator at each 

stage of the process: 

1. Place the olives in a solution, composed of two | 
ounces of potash lye to one gallon of water, for four 
hours. Repeat this once, or twice if necessary to re- 
move the tartness. 

2. Rinse the olives thoroughly and replace the lye 
solution with ¢resh water. Change the water twice a | 
day until the potash has been removed as judged by the 
taste. 

3. Replace the water with brine composed of four 
ounces of salt to a gallon of water, and allow to stand | 
two days. 

4. Put in brine of six ounces of salt to a gallon for 
seven days. 

5. Put in brine of ten ounces of salt to the gallon for 
two weeks. 

6 Put finally Into a brine containing fourteen ounces 
of salt to the gallon of water.

Poisoning Gophers. 

RANCHER came all the way from the lower Ca- 

huenga Valley to find an easier method of killing 
gophers than that of poisoning. He went away with 
a bottle of bisulphid of carbon. But at this time of the 
‘year poisoning is one of the most effective means of 
getting free from these pests. The bait is not put out . 
in a proper manner, usually, or better success would 
always follow thie@ means of destruction. 

“Poisoning is an easy method of destroying gophers, 
and it is very satisfactory ff faithfully done. The pol- 
son is strychnine in crystal form, which can be pulver- 
ized in the small bottle In which it is bought, by using | 
the head of a nail. Take out a very smal! amount upon 
the tip of a kni€e blade and tInsert fit Into raisins, or 
pleces of carrot, potato, alfalfa stems, or almost any | 
succulent vegetable substance which is handy at the 
time. Find where the gopher has been at work last, | 
and remove the earth from the surface to find where it 
came from; then dig down to find the main runway,

ing found, clean out any dirt that may have dropped | 
into it, and place the poison a little distance from the 
opening. Then close up the hole with a lump of earth | 
or sod, being careful that none drops in on the poison, | 
am@ put the dirt back as before. ft is often useless to | 
put poison in holes left open by the gophers when at. 
work, as they shove the ‘poison out with the dirt, and it | 
becomes lost. If a hole is opened and the poison placed | 
therein it should be closed up again, as the gopher see- 
ing the light and feeling the alr where it was not in-— 
tended, goes to work to remedy the evil by shoving a. 
load of dirt against the opening, thereby covering up |

Fumigation Failures. 
VERY one conversant with the present status of fu- 
migation knows that the use of cyanide in orchard 
work has been brought down to a state of efficiency 
never before reached since this method of scale control 
was discovered. This, with the high business capacity 
of a majority of the contracting fumigators and the 
willingness of the growers to pay for first-class work, 
will make a most satisfactory showing when the fruit 
is ready for the packing-house this season. Hence we 
may look for unusually clean fruit the coming year. 
But with all this there are contracting fumigators in 
the field who seem to have learned nothing of the bet- 
ter methods of doing this work and are grinding away 
upon the old hit-and-miss lines that brought the use 
of cyanide into such disrepute a few years ago. As an 
example of this slack work, an orchardist came to the 
horticultural officers of Los Angeles county recently 
stating that he had an offer to fumigate his trees at 15 
cents each, the contractor to furnish the material and 
cover the trees for that price. He was told that this 
was a fair offer provided the contractor used enough 
material. He further requested that the whole propo- 
sition be investigated by the officers, and it was done, 
with the following results: 
Investigation showed that 9 cents’ worth of material 
at wholesale prices should be used on an average for 
each tree to do thorough work, and that the dumigator 
could make good profit at the rate of 6 cents for cov- 
ering each tree. This would bring the price to 15 cents. 
per tree—a fair price to the grower and the operator. 
But see what the fumigator proposed to do. When 
asked the dosage he would average to the tree, he gave 
it in material that would cost him 5% cents per tree, 
leaving him 9% cents for covering each tree—a charge 
of at least 50 per cent. more than a fair price. The 
grower having in this case asked the commissioners to 
interfere, the duty of the latter was plain. But fur- 
ther than this, there is something to say upon this 


horticultural laws make the commissioners the custo- 
dians of all trees and plants infected with insect pests, 
prescribing the duty of requiring the destruction of 
damaging insects, and the laws giving the officials the 
right to go upon any premises at any time to make in- 
spection without becoming trespassers. This gives the

of trees. Happily a large majority of the contracting | 
fumigators are trying to do the right thing by the orch- 
ardists, but there are enough of the ignorant, or care-_ 
less, or the dishonest contractors to make sad work 
with the shipping qualities of hundreds of carloads of 
oranges and lemons the coming season, and not only 
bring unnecessary expense and loss to the individual 
grower, but bring down the general reputation and 
price of the whole output of fruit. Happily the grow- 
ers themselves are taking notice of the delinquencies 
of some of the fumigators, and better work may be ex- 
acted from even the poorest of them.

How to Be Young at Sixty-five. 


HE following article is contributed to The Times 
Te Myrtle Hyde Darling of Cambridge, Mass. The 
suggestions are worth dar more than many high- 

priced instructions sold by teachers of physical culture: 

How to circumvent the old gentleman of the glass and 
scythe? How, at 65, to look a score of years younger? 
These are the problems solved by Sanford Bennett of 
Alameda, Cal. With an athlete’s muscles, the health of 
a Spartan, and greater vigor than others many years his 
junior, this hale and hearty old gentleman, free from the 
feebleness and wrinkles common to his years, laughs at 
the dogmatic statements of Dr. Osler, the originator of 
his own system, in his own words a “lazy man’s system,” 
Mr. Bennett has built himself up from a weak dyspeptic 
to his present state of abundant health and energy. 

Alameda is a rapidly-growing city of some 20,000 in- 
habitants, near San Francisco, and is the home of an un- 
usual organization known as the “Hundred Year Club,” 
each of whose members is striving to attain the century 
mark. Mr. Bennett's remarkable development at 65, due 
to quiet methods of exercise, - ich as the weakest might 
undertake, bids fair to carry him past the mark. 

Mr. Bennett, at 49, was in very poor condition physi- 
cally, practically an invalid, and with fear 
of his approaching years ‘decided to  under- 
take methodically and persistently the system of 
exercises he dollows today. The result has been that at 
65, his body has regained all the elasticity it possessed at 
35, with much greater strength and more perfect health 
than he had ever enjoyed before. In Mr. Bennett's own 
words “This improvement is possible to any one not or- 
ganically wrong, who will follow faithfully the methods 
which I have adopted.” 

The remarkable result of Mr. Bennett's experi- 
ment does not lie in any extraordinary development to 
which he has attained, but in the rejuvenation at an age 
approaching the biblical three-score-and-ten, af his al- 
ready aging body. 

The human body is, in modern science, a vast cellu- 
lar system, each little cell being a life by itself, brought 
into existence through the food and drink which the 
Stomach assimilates and transforms. These little cells 
live a brief life and die, and, having become dead mat- 
ter, should be thrown out ef the system; for, @ they 
should remain, the muscles and organs are clogged, and 
@ body so loaded with dead cells, is an old body, what- 
ever its age in years. 

The secret of elasticity is thus to free the system of 
worn-out and clogging matter. There is a process pro- 
vided by nature which does this far better than drugs 
or medicines. It is simply the alternate confracting 
and relaxing of the muscles. Mr. Bennett's explanation 
is simple. “When any muscle is contracted, the dead 
cells and worn-out matter are mechanically forced ¢rom 
the muscles, contracted into the glandular and venous 
structures, and thence carried off by the natural excre- 
tions of the body—the thousands of capillaries or mi- 
croscopic arteries being cleared. Then, when the muscle 
is relaxed, the blood flows back through the arteries and 
capillaries, carrying with it new material to replace the 
wornout matter expelled. This new supply being in ex- 
cess of the worn-out matter, it is easy to see how mus- 
cles grow through exercise,” 

To obtain the development which exercise brings, it is 
customary to resort to a gymnasium where a variety 
of motions of more or less activity and violence are 
pecessary. For a man who has reached the half-century 
mark this requires considerable moral courage. This 
Mr. Bennett frankly admits he did not possess. 

“It occurred to me, being a somewhat lazy party, that 
the process could be gone through without any mechani- 
cal appliance—even while lying in bed, or in a recum- 
bent position. To test the theory I invented a series of 
exercises, consisting of muscular contractions and relax- 
ations, which | practice while I lie in bed in the morn- 
ing. These exercises are so designed as to exercise ev- 
ery part of the body, and I speediity found that equal 
benefit resulted as though they were practised in an 
elaborate gymnasium, and in athletic costume.” 

Mr. Bennett claims other advantages for his system 
beside its convenience and comfort. The heart is never 
overtaxed, for no abnormal strain is possible; a regular 
hour of exercise can be adhered to; improvement is 
much more rapid. The vital force required to keep the 
body erect if exercise is taken in a standing position 
can be thrown into any muscle you may be endeavoring 
to develop. Mr. Bennett also believes that growth is 
more favorable in a certain degree of heat than in the 
cold. 

His routine of exercise is taken from 5:30 to 6:30 in 
the morning, and is as follows: 

“Lying on my right side, I grasp my left arm be- 
tween the elbow and shoulder with my right hand, and 
alternately contract and relax the biceps 100 times. 
Then clasping the hands over my left knee I strain upon 
it twenty-five times. The first exercise will speedily 
develop the biceps and triceps; the second the loins and 
shoulder muscles. 

‘ “Still lying upon the right side, I raise my head and 
' feet at the same time fifty times, developing the mus- 
cles of the sides, also the abdominal muscles. Grasp- 


ing the left foot with the left hand and straining the 


body in that position twenty-five times develops the | 


muscles of the sides and loins. I have a parallel bar 
across the head of the bed. This bar | grasp with my 
left hand and strain upon it fifty times, exercising the 
muscles of the left shoulder. Turn over on the left 
side and go through the same process with the muscles 
of that side. 

Then lying upon the back work the hips alternately 
fifty times. This will cure the most obstinate case of 
constipation, as it accelerates the action of the bowels. 
Grasp both elbows with each hand and strain the mus- 


cles in that position, which tends to broaden the shoul- | 
ders. With the strain @ully on, raise and lower the 
shoulders 100 times. Then catch the parallel bar at the | 


head of the bed, straining or tensing the muscles fifty 
times—same motion as chinning a bar in a gymnasium, 
and the same effect, i. e., develops the shoulder muscles 
and upper muscles of the chest and back. To develop 
the muscles of the neck, place the clasped hands behind 
the head, fifty motions, straining backward. This will 
develop the muscles of the neck wonderfully in a very 
short time. 

“At this point I usually rest about five minutes, and, 
catching my hair with both hands, vigorously pull and 
massage the scalp. I would say that my hair was fall- 
ing out very badly when I began these exercises, and it 
was evident that I would speedily become bald. Upon 


investigation and a course of reading upon the subject, 1 | 


was convinced that falling-out of the hair was due to 
weakness of the microscopic muscles which hold every 
separate hair in place, and also to defective circulation. 
I reasoned that all muscles grow when they are exer- 
cised, the same rule must apply to the microscopic mus- 
cles of the scalp, which are attached to every hair, and 
I at once commenced pulling the hair all over my scalp 
while resting from my exercises. The result has been 
more satisfactory than I expected. My hair has ceased 
falling out, a healthy growth has resulted, the scalp 
is perfectly healthy, and, while I do not believe it is 
possible to prevent the hair turning gray as the years 
advance, | am convinced that this is an infallible means 
of promoting the growth of the hair, and if the scalp is 


— 


kept perfectly clean and so exercised, any one who will | 


practise this method persistently will have the same | 


satisfactory results. And now to go back to the exer- 


cises. 

“Being troubled with a weak stomach, I decided to 
strengthen the abdominal muscles, and at the same time 
reduce a deposit of dat over the stomach, which was be- 
coming somewhat weighty. I found that by alternately 
massaging these layers of fat and then tensing the ab- 
dominal. muscles, and striking my stomach rapidly with 
my clenched fists, the fat readily disappeared and at the 
same time my digestion vastly improved. 

“To increase the size of the lungs I practice filling 
them with air while lying on my back, striking my sides 
rapidly with my elbows. This is a capital method of ac- 
celerating the circulation and enlarging the lungs. I 
also practice deep breathing while [| am walking.” 

Tiresome and complicated as this may seem at first, 
Mr. Bennett says emphatically that the system is toned 
up, the world seems brighter, elasticity and strength 
are acquired, and the exercises are soon accomplished 
with as little effort as walking. 


Pedestrianism as an exercise Mr. Bennett believes | 


overrated, since the part of the body where the vital 
organs lie, that part above the hips, is very little 
affected. As he has trained himselé and others for nu- 
merous footraces many years before, and after begin- 
ning his present system, his judgment is worthy of con- 
sideration. 

As to diet. he believes it is not a question of what one 
eats as much as of how it is eaten. We all eat too 


much, he says, but in his own case he is careful that | 


every mouthful is thoroughly masticated. lé food is 


not prcperly chewed in the mouth the stomach has no 


teeth to complete the process. 

In spite of the fine physical condition maintained by 
thia zystem of exercise, signs of old age are not kept by 
it from the face, and wrinkles will appear unless some 
method of prevention is adopted. Massage is com- 
monly resorted to, but Mr. Bennett criticises it strongly. 
He says: 

“The skin is not very elastic; say, rather, it is some- 
what like a kid glove. When the glove is new it fits the 
hand closely, just as the skin of your dace fitted the un- 
derlying muscles in youth; but after the glove gets 
worn for a while it falls into wrinkles and folds. It is 
evident that any rubbing or massaging of that glove on 
your hand would make it still more wrinkled. So the 
skin of the human face is liable to suffer in the same 
way from massage as usually practised. 

“After shaving, I wash my face with a face brush, 
using the best barber soap. I dry it thoroughly and 
then take one-half teaspoonful of fhe best California 
olive oil, rub it into the skin, and then slap the cheeks 
vigorously with the palms of both hands, which will

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His teachings were the foundation stone of medical 
science, but somehow the modern disciples of the Great 
Master have built strange superstructures upon this 
Hippocratean doctrine that poisons are an abomination — 
to the body. | 

Hippocrates knew many things which his followers | 
are only just discovering. The late Dr. R. F. Trall 
wrote: 

“The doctrine of crises originated with Hippocrates. 
He noticed fevers evinced a tendency to terminate on 
particular days, which he called critical; and he ob- | 
served that there is a tendency in all diseases to a cure | 
by some eruption or evacuation. His practice was con- 
sistently founded on the indication presented by these 
phenomena. Modern physicians have been most unfor- 
tunate in overlooking or disregarding these funudamen- | 
tal truths, which happily are now being re#stablished by 
the water treatment. 

Here are a few extracts from the “aphorisms:” 

“When things are at the crisis, or when they have just 
passed it, neither move the bowels nor make any inno- 
vation in the treatment either as regards purgatives, 
or any other such stimulants.” 

“Those bodies which have 
should be slowly recruited, and those which have been 
quickly emaciated should be quickly recruited.” 

“Bodies not properly cleansed, the more you nourish 
the more you injure.” 

“Persons in good health quickly lose their strength 
by using purgative medicines, or using bad food.” 

“An article of food or drink, which is slightly worse, 
but more palatable, is to be preferred to such as are bet- 
ter but less palatable.” 

“In persons who have been suspended by the neck and 
are In a state of insensibility, but not quite dead, those | 
do not recover who have foam at the mouth.” 

“In autumn diseases are most acute, most mortal, on 
the whole. The spring is most healthy and least mor- 
tal.” 
“Those cases of epilepsy which come on before pu- 
berty may undergo a change; but those which come on 
after 25 years of age, for the most part terminate in 
death.” 

“If you wish to ascertain if a woman be with child, 
give her hydrome! to drink, when she is going to sleep, 
and has not taken supper, and if she be seized with tor- 
mina in the belly she is with child, but otherwise she 
is not pregnant.” 

“If a woman do not conceive, and wish to ascertain 
whether she can conceive, having wrapped her up in

What have the Hin- 
doos done, during thousands of years, beyond sitting, 
wrapt in contemplation of their navels, putting them- 
selves to meaningless and often disgusting penance in 
public, and accepting money for the exhibition of the 
Same, or erecting, at immense cost, temples, the carv- 
ings In many of which are so grossly indecent as to 
make even a man of the world blush on first seeing 
them, or in expending vast sums of money on more 
modern temples, to support which and their lazy pffests 
dancing girls are kept, who sell themselves for money 
to any one who may choose to pay the modest sum de- 
manded for their favors? 

On the door of a great Jain temple, at Ahmadabad, is 
inscribed the following sentence: “Low caste servants 
and dogs are not allowed to enter here.” Next look at 
this picture, from an article in Everybody’s Magazine, 
of the condition of the unfortunate Sudras, the serfs and 
laborers of India, who can never rise above their mis- 


erable condition, nor can their children’s children ever 


hope to be otherwise than they: 


“Without defilement and loss of his own standing he 
may not come into contact with one beneath him, may 
not touch elbows with him, nor exchange greetings, nor 
the most commonplace courtesy; he may not succor 
such a one in distress, may not receive aid drom his 
hands, may not eat from the same table, may not for an 
instant recognize him as a _ fellow creature. In the 
Hindu system the idea of man’s brotherhood has no 
place; men are not brothers, but things differing among 
themselves far: more than tigers differ from hyenas. 

“Though a Hindu starve, he may not eat food prepared 
by one of a lower class than himself; though he perish 
of thirst he may not drink of a cup touched by an in- 
ferior lip or hand. To preserve inviolate the line of his 
class is the chief concern of hig life. Incessantly he 
must be on his guard lest by some mischance he be de- 
filed by contact with that which pertains to the lower 
orders, lest the end of a plebeian robe touch his in the 
street, lest an inferior person jostle him, or touch his 
hand, or win from him a word or look. From his first 
conuation or condition sometimes modify  aste lines; 
upon the Hindu they have no effect. A low-caste Hindu 
family may have generations of wealth or of members 
distinguished in one way or another. It remains in its 
original caste, despised and abhorred by those above it, 
deferred to by those below. Among the native troop- 
ers in the British army are low-caste sergeants and 
high-caste privates. WhwNe these are on duty, the high- 
caste private receives and obeys orders from his low- 
caste officer, When the hour of duty has ended, the 
low-caste officer abases himself, head in the dust, be- 


fore the high-caste private, and so he wonld abase him- 


self if he were a lieutenant-general and the other an in- 


distinguishable trooper of the rear rank. 


“Around the neck of India the Prince did not see this 
hateful system hanging like a corpse to paralyze energy 
and frustrate progress. ‘ 

“At the bottom of the lowest of the classes is the de- 
spised Sudra, the day laborer and street cleaner, the 
lowest creature that crawls—in India. ‘Low-caste serv- 
ants and dogs’—a Hindu of even middle caste would 
rather be touched by the pariah dog of the streets, cov- 


ered with vermin and infected with plague, than to be 


touched by a Sudra. Even the consolations of religion 
are denied to the Sudra; he may not enter the temples 


to pray, he may not read or hear the sacred books, and 


one of the tenets of the Hindu religion is that the very 
gods spurn his petitions. Because he labors he is an

In 1852 the leaders fled from Teheran to Turkish Bag- 
dad, and after eleven years were transported as prison- 
ers of the Turkish government to Adrianople. Here the 
final schism between the two sections took place, Ezzeli 
being sent to Cyprus, and Beh&‘u'll4h to Akka, where 
he died in 1892. 

His son, Abbas Effendi, the present ManWMestation, suc- 
ceeded him, and is accepted and worshiped by millions 
of followers, and receives the homage of opponents and 
even of the authorities at Akka, where he remains a 
prisoner. When the order came to Adrianople that Be- 
hé’u'll4h was to be sent to Akka, it was decreed that 
his followers and family were to be separated from him. 
His son refused to accept the decree, and worked untir- 
ingly for its reversion. “Take us out in a boat and 
drown us,” he pleaded: “but do not separate us." The 
officials attempted to carry out the order.: A disciple 
immediately cut his throat, and to prevent further sui- 
cides they were obliged to abandon the attempt.

| joining the force they are required to attend a police 
school for four weeks, where they “receive instruction 
in elementary knowledge of police matters. The next 
move is to a police station, where they undergo further 
training. When they first appear in the street as police- 
men on duty they are always accompanied by an older 
constable of experience. 


All sorts of details concerning the inhabitants of the 
district are registered in books and boxes. The arrival 
or departure of all residents or strangers in a district 
must be reported by landlords on special formularies to 
the police station, with full details as to age, occupa- 
tion, birthplace, and religion. This most irksome pro- 
cedure is said to be useful to the police and to various 
other state departments; but there is reason to suppose 
that the expense to the state, the loss of time to the 
Officiais, and the inconvenience to the citizens are im- 
mensely disproportionate to the advantage said to ac- 
crue therefrom. When a servant enters the service of 
an individual or a family or receives dismissal the fact 
has to be reported to the police on a formulary, and 
every domestic servant is further bound to have a book 
containing testimonials, all of which must be certifi 4 
by the police! This procedure is useless. for whereas 
spiteful people try to injure the future of the « -ca"led 
“menials,” others take care to evade citing the re. - 
son (if it be a bad one) for dismissal. 


Not infrequently, especially in summer, children are 
lost im the streets of the city. The little mites taxe to 
exploring neighborhoods with which they are not famil- 
iar, and some constable passing by conducts the weep- 
ing child to the nearest station. Here all that is pos- 
sible in regard to information is extracted from him, 
and the telephone and the telegraph wires convey the 
information to the neighboring stations. Every police 
station has a separate telegraphic apparatus, and two 
police officials are told off to attend to its work, havina 
been specially trained for the purpose. The men are 
allowed to lie down from 7 p.m. on; they may doff their 
tunics and boots, but must keep their trousers on. None 
of the men live on the premises, but may reside in any 
part of the town they choose. — i 


At every station there is one serceant specially 
trained for the criminal investigation department, and 
two or three detectives. Every station has also its own 
detective bureau, which is subordinate to the Central 
Criminal Bureau at the Prefecture of Police in Alexan- 
der Square. The procedure is as follows: There is no 
police court, but every delinquent brought to a station 
is submitted to a careful examination. A report is 
drawn up, and if the offense is of a minor nature and 
the Offender can give an address, he is released. Al! 
those, however, who are vagrants without. address, or 
criminals, are transferred in the so-called “Green Car* 
to the prefecture. While the delinquents are waiting at 
The 
“Green Car” calls for delinquents at every police sta 
tion four times a day—at 8 a.m., noon, 8 p.m., and 4 
are at least two cells at every § sta- 
tion—one for males and one for females. Dan- 
gerous or obstreperous delinquents are put in 
chains, Recourse is-only made to this practic: 
when absolutely necessary. The delinquents who 
are taken to the prefecture are again examined.

delinquents are to be arraigned. In certain cases the 
president of police is empowered to inflict emal!l fines or 
imprisonment.
